I inspected this building with a representative of 
The Harvey Lunam Construction Company on February ist and 2nd, 1950. 
We found the plumbing and heating system nearly all disconnected 
and many parts have been removed from this building. The Viking 
boiler which originally heated this building is partly stripped. The 
Lunam Construction Company have submitted their tender for the sum 
of $13,131.60 for complete repair of this building. This tender 
includes? 
- the toilets in this hut need new flush valves, 
ball valves, and seats. The showers will require new 
controls and heads. Some pipes wil! need renewing and 
repairs are required to some of the spring taps. Mr. C.A.F. 
Clark recommended installation of bath tubs. These have 
been omitted owing to the added cost of braking the floor 
and installing new drains, also in view of the fact that 
they are considered impractical by the Principal of the 
school. 


Lighting - some wiring is to be done in conduit, with 17 
lights the east wing; 1 light in the furnace room; 2 
lights in the Wash Rooms 2 lights in the shower and toilets; 


and 21 lights in the west wing, and switches to control these 
lights, all wiring to pass inspection. 


All doors and windows are to be repaired and fitted, 
and the floor of the manual training room is to be prepared and 
covered with battleship liholeum. The radiators and windows of the 
playroom are to be covered with heavy screening, and the intergof 
of the building redecorated.

repaired. This is not ineluded in the tender. I would suggest 
cedar shingles for the purpose, as these buildings are only 

on cement footings, and there fs considerable movement of the 
buildings due to frost and numerous other conditions, The sides of 
the build also should be recovered. I would suggest cedar lap, 
er drop si g@ for this purpose, and paint for this purpose, for 
the same reason. This, also, is not included in the estimates.

Re? Old Laundry Equipment at Lac la Ronce 
8 


I inspected the old laundry equipment at the Lac La Ronge 
Indian Residential Sehool, consisting of three pieces, which include: 
one Extractor, serial No. 3510-M7107; one “rier, serial No, 22730-N787; 
and one Tub, serial No. 1215$-M7249, All of the above mentioned 
machines ere manufactured by the Canadian Laundry Company Limited. 


The Extractor appears to be in very good condition and is 
ready for use. The Drier appears to be in good condition, but has 
been used on ea low pressure system, as it is equiped with a low pressure 
trap. I have been unable to ascertain the reason for this, but it is 
possible it is some defect in the coil an‘ it will not stand high 
pressure. The tub is in very poor condition. The revolving part which 
is wooden is warped, shrunk and rotted in several place@. I am advised 
by Mr. Paul Mascho, of the M & K Heatin and Plumbing Company that i 
ie beyond economic repair. The line shaft pulleys and mounting brackets 
for this equipment are all in good condition. All machines are equiped 
with driving pointe. 


To use the drier and extractor in the laundry, at this school, 
it will necessary to equip them with individual drivin: motors. It 
appears thet the drier has been used on a low pressure system, and in 
view of the high pressure system (80 pounds) in this laundry, I would 
deam it advisable to install this equipment in one of the schools where 
@ line shaft and low pressure could be used,and new equipment be purchased 
for 1#é La Ronse:, if and when the laundry ia moved to larger quarters.

at the north end of the east wing. The classroom at the north end 
of the east wing is 42° long and 326" in width. Ther are § windows 
along the east wall and one at the north end of tie wost wall. The 
entwance to this classroom is at the north end and is »rotected fro 
the weather by a small cubical. The door of this eubieal is on the 
north side and is in . direct line vith the door leading into the 
Classroom. This room is heated by two 24-coil hot water rodiators 
vhich have been placed slong the east wall of the Suflding, and 
are about 10° from the north and south walls, with the distance 
between them. I am informed by the teacher of the ‘ hat these 
radiators are always teo hot to touch, but th: cold, 
and the day of my visit was the first day it had been warm. On further 
inspection I found 411 inside windows and sashes very loose, and in 
many cases the windows do not close »vroperly. The doors are very 
poorly fitted, with gaps from 3" to §" at the top, bottom, or both. 


The floor of this building is not covered, anc is vory 
drafty. I would recommend covering this floor, but I feel tiat if 
the windows and doors are oroperly sealed the clas room will be warm

we do not appear to have received from Mr. Jones the plans 
to which Mr. Morrison refers. We understand that to effect 
the improvements in this building as suggested by Mr. 
Morrison, it would involve an expenditure of over $5,000.00. 
If it is possible for you to let us have the plans and your 
recommendation in the near future, it might be possible for 
us to find the funds in the current year's appropriation if 
the work or most of it could be completed before March 31st.

With reference to Mr. Morrison's suggestion that this 
building be relined, Mr. Clark points out that there 
was lumber stored in the building used as a gymnasium,

With reference to Department army message of the 7th instant, 
and my reply by army message of the 9th instant regerding the heating of 
building No. 34, Lac La Ronge Residential School, I visited the school 
yesterday to discuss the matter of plans with Indian Superintendent &.S. 
Jones. It was my intention to interview Mr. H.P, Mascho of the M & K 
Plumbing and Heating Company, Prince Albert, with a view to getting plans 
and a quotation from him, however, Mr. Mascho was out of the city and will 
be for several days. It is necessary to discuss it with him, as he 
made the original suggestion eas to the method of installing the plant 
and it can hardly be taken out of his hands at this stage. 


There is a suitable boiler instock in Prince Albert at 
the present time, and I asked Mr, Jones to take the necessary steps to 
submit a voucher for the boiler and a quantity of pipes and connections 
which will be necessary, in the hope that the voucher will be accepted 
and can be paid out of 1949-50 appropriation. Of course, if the purchase 
is to be made through the Yepertmental Pirchesing Acent, with the 
writing for quotations, etc., it would be impossible to make the 
purchase before the end of the fiscal yar. 


The remainder of the cost of the new heating plant will 
be materials and labour to construct a small boiler~room and connect 
up the plant. This cannot be done until after the lst of April, because 
of the continuing severe cold. It was twenty five below zero when 
I left Prince Albert last night.

Laundry Equipment - All Saints Indian Res. School 


The statement that extra equipment will be surplus 
is surprising, and should not cause us to refuse delivery 
of the equinment ordered, 


The present leundry has been criticized adversely 
because of its location in a building apert from the storege 
and repair rooms, The Depsertment consented to move the 
laundry into the drill hall building and thus stream-line 
the vrocedures with clothing, but this cannot be done until 
the school vehicles and the Manuel Training shon have been 
moved into other buildings in order to meke room for a prover 
leundry installation comprising enough equipment to handle 
the load expeditiously, 

We have already provided elsewhere for a Manuel Treining 
shop. It is now up to the local people to find gerage space 
elsewhere, They usurved this svace originally without 
authority, Its continued use as a garage invites hazards 
such as overtook Round Lake but with a tremendously greeter 
potential loss, The vehicles belonging to the school and 
staff members should be housed in a building where a fire 
would not destroy other equipment, 


Our plan for the permanent installation is first of all 
to make the space in the drill hell aveilable, Then the new 
Machinery should be set up on exvert advice as part of the 
full installation, Drains will be Placed in the floor and 
spaces left so that there ie room to fit in duplicate units 
at certain points, The new machinery will thus be able to 
operate while the machinery from the hut No, 33 1s being 
traneferred and set up alongside the new machinery,

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The installation of new machinery in the drill 
hall involves previous attention to the provision of a 
chimney and hot water, If at all possible we should 
avoid building a new chimney and use the excellent 
chimney already in existence near the point where the 
new machinery will be set up.

We have been informed by Regional Supervisor 
Ostrander that the following work at least should be done 
to the building in order to make it satisfactory for the 
purposes required; 


1. Steam heating is to be put in <= thus 
removing danger of fire from a number of 
stoves in the dining halls and passages. 


2. A second room should be built at the 
back and water tanks and heaters moved 
from the kitohen into the boiler room, 
thus giving more kitchen space, 


3. Battleship linoleum is required for 
the floors. 


4. The interior of the building needs 
painting. 
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The above suggestions apply to both wings 
of the building used as a dining hell, as 150 children 
are seated in each wing. Mr. Ostrander states that 
Mr, W.W. Perrie is familiar with the situation at this 
school. 


It is most important that this work be done 
during the summer holidays (July end August 1950) so 
that the dining hall will be in proper condition when 
the school reopens on September lst,

In accordance with your instructions I discussed this 
matter with the Reverend Principal last Sunday. 

I confirmed the fact that his present urgent need 
is for a drier rather than an extractor, as it needs 
two driers to keen up with the other units because of 
the difficulty in this climate of hanging things out 
to dry. It is not convenient to wait for a dry yet dust- 
free day to hang the whitewear out. 

This drier can be set up in the meantime beside the 
other working units. Room was allowed for it in the 
plan for the set-up. The instructions also called for 
the fitters to instal the steam-pipes so that the 
addition of another drier would be only ao minor operation. 

The second washer and extractor should be stored on 
the school premises until the provision of gamgge space 
for trucks, etc., is made away from the Drill Hall where 
the full laundry installation was intended, 

It was our hope that the larger school would do the 
laundry for the smaller school (St. Albans). It has been 
doing some of the latter's laundry for weeks because of 
a break-down in the equipment at St. Albans. This further 
demonstrates the unwisdom of depending on single large 
units. Two medium-sized units like washers, etc., are better 
for school purposes, on the same principle as supplying 
two medium-sized heating units (boilers).

Fire Siren for Lac la Ronge ( All Saints') 
School, Prince Albert Saskatchewan. 


During the past few months there has been an inter- 
change of correspondence with you regarding the provision of a fire 
alarm at the above school, the present gong being entirely inadequate 
in view of the scattered buildings. 


Just prior to my departure for Prince Albert a few 
weeks ago we discussed this matter and you asked me to ascertain 
whether a suitable siren is available in Prince Albert and at what 
cost; alternatively, if nothing available locally, to ascertain where 
one can be procured. 


During my visit to this School I accompanied Rev. 
A. J. Serase, the Principal, (Supt-Jones was out of the City and there- 
fore not available to go with us) to the Prince Albert Fire Hall where 
we discussed the matter with the Chief of the Fire Department. He 
recommends a Model V Federal Siren (such as is mounted on his car) 
operated from a 6-volt battery; he prefers battery to line operation 
because of the danger of disruption of power lines in event of a fire. 
The Chief informed me that this particular siren is handled by The 
Prairie Fire Extinguisher Company, Moose Jaw, Sask., so I wrote thet 
firm for a quotation and enclose the origipal of their reply received 
today. 


You will note that the price of the Model V Federal 
Siren, 6 volt, is $29.00 f.0.b. Moose Jaw. ‘To this should be added 
the cost of a 6-volt bettery (car battery) which I understand is 
about $20.00 in Prince Albert.

Reference is made to my telegram of June 13th, 1950, 
from Prince Albert and sent you on 14th June through this office; also 
to our conversation in your office this morning. 


Last summer a roothouse was provided by banking up 
a@ portion of leanto on the Drill Hall, partioning off the banked-up 
portion and insulating under the roof, However, the results were de- 
finitely most unsatisfactory as all the vegetables produced in the 
School garden and stored in this structure froze and the beets, carrots 
and turnips were a total loss. It was found possible, but only by 
means of special cooking, to utilize most of the frozen potatoes. 


This year the School garden comprises 6-7 acres of 
potatoes and 2-3 acres of other vegetables. Unless proper winter 
storage for this produce is provided, the loss of money, time and 
labour will be very great and will involve heavy waste of essential 
food. 


It is urgently requested that early action be taken 
towards provision of proper storage space either by reconstructing the 
present accommodation or providing some suitable alternative. It is 
suggested that advice of local officials of the Department of Agri- 
culture be sought as regards methods of making the present accommoda- 
tion satisfactory. From a casual inspection it would appear that 
insulation is needed on the sides and ends and that a roof vent should 
be installed to ensure proper ventilation. 


Will you please let us know what you propose to do 
in this connection because if no suitable storage is provided the 
Principal will have to try to dispose of all the produce that cannot

I have fOr acknowledgement letter 1874-107/6-1-656, dated 
July 6th, 1950, enclosing a copy of a letter from the Anglican 
school authorities to our Branch pertaining to the Root Cellar 
constructed last year at the Lac La Ronge Indian Resddential 
School. I withheld my reply in the hope Mr. Scrase, Principal 
of the school, would return from holidays which would enable me 
to discuss the matter with him. I now understand Mr. Scrase 
does not expect to return until August 12th. I was advised 
last year the Department would consider furnishing @ Root Cellar 
providing the cost was not too high. I wrote the University 
of Saskatchewan giving them an outline of our requirements and 
requested I be furnished with plans of the construction of Root 
Cellars. On receipt of the plans mentioned I had two different 
contractors work out the cost. Both estimates were in the 
neighborhood of $4,000.00, I considered the plans too elaborate 
and was of the opinion something much cheaper and just as suitable 
eould be constructed. In this connection I solicited the services 
of Mr. Ramage, engineer of the Department of Public Works, who 
kindly gave of his time and assistance in preparing the plan, 
which was eventually carried out. 


In his letter, General Turner has been very unjust in his criticism

I recall seeing approximately forty bushels of 
potatoes harvested and placed in the portion of the lean- 
to adjoining the Root Cellar. ‘These potatoes represented 
go much muck. It is my understanding they were later 
placed in the Root Cellar with other vegetables, the fumes 
from which I submit would have a tendency to rot every 
vexetable in the Root Cellar. Further, when the cellar was 
constructed, a stove was set up in the building with the 
intention of putting on a fire when temperatures rema ined 
below normal for any length of time. From inquiries made, 
= is very apparent the stove was not used once during the 
winter. 


It is my opinion the plan and the contructéan of the 
Root Cellar is practical and suitable for the storing of 
vegetables. What is needed is to educate the ‘rincipal 
and the staff of the Lac La Ronge Indian xesidential School 
in the correct method of harvesting and storing veretables, 
also the careful checking of the cellar during the winter 
months. 


I would appreciate if arrangements could be made to 
have Mr. Ramage of the Department of Public Works examine 
the building and submit a report.

With regard to the clearing of more land, our 
Commission instructed me to make known to your Department 
the serious problem they have to face from year to year 
in securing an adequate supply of hay for the stock. The 
school management now go from island to island in the lake 
cutting a little here and there, wherever it is to be found. 
They are experimenting with oats on a small piece of ground, 
and from results obtained, feel confident that the hay and 
green feed problem can be solved if more land is cleared. 
Your Department made a grant for this purpose a few years 
ago, and the m oney was well spent in clearing about five 
acres of land near the main school building. A great many 
stones, however, will have to be removed before this ares 
can be seeded to advantage. The bush fire of 1927 which 
destroyed the forest around the school and endangered the 
school buildings at the same time, revealed considerable 
land about a mile or two behind the school, which could be 
brought under cultivation If properly cleared of stumps 
and shrubbery, and as this would afford employnént for the 
Indians in the settlement, our Commission strongly recom- 
mend that not less than 25 acres be cleared as soon as 
possible.

The delay has been due 
entirely to the delay in the delivery of the mail from 
Prince Albert, the delay being caused through the almost 
impassible condition of the roads. lWUnclosed herewith you 
will find - (a) a plan of the La Ronge settlement as received 
from the Surveyor General, and (b) a rough sketch of the 
additional land desired. fhe land at present attached to 
the school as stated in your letter, is Lots 9 and 12, or 
a total of 84.8 acres. irom the rough sketch submitted 
by Mr. Principal Fisher, you will see that the additional 
land desired lies immediately behind these two Lots. 
The Principal states that "quite a lot of the area shown

I beg to acknowledge your letter of the 24th 
ultimo, wherein you make mention that the Missionary 
Society of the Church of England have an Indian Resident 
School established on Lots 9 and 12 of the Lac la Ronge 
settlement, and they request that an area of slightly 
more than one square mile adjoining the above mentioned 
lots be set aside for their use owing to a lack of land for 
agriculture and a scarcity in the supply of wood. 


In reply thereto I wish to advise that after 
taking into consideration the possibilities of further 
development in the Lac la Ronge district in the future 
and also that we have established a policy whereby hunters, 
trappers and fishermen are charged permit fees and dues for 
cabin sites and rental for land which they may require for 
@razing and cultivation purposes, also that it is necessary 
for us at all times to bear in mind the need of other 
settlers in the community, we find that we are unable to 
erant the request to alienate lands for an extensive area 
for the purpose mentioned, 


However, if the authorities of this Society 
desire to apply for a permit for cultivation and grazing 
on certain areas the application can be further considered, 
The annual rental for the area to be cultivated would be 
at 50¢ per acre and the grazing 2¢ per acre, 


At the present time we grant free permits to 
institutions of this nature in the northern parts of th 
Province to cut 25 cords free of dues. In excess of this 
amount the dues are at the rate of 10¢ per cord for fire 
killed or dry timber and 15¢ a cord for green poplar, other 
species are permitted at the regular rate of dues.

Dear Mr. Barnett: 


I have your letter of the 7th instant, with 
reference to this Department's application for a parcel 
of land at Lac la Ronge, for the use of the Indian 
Residential School there. Perhaps i 414 not make it 
clear that this is a government-owned institution and 
that the request is that title to the parcel be in the 
Federal Crown. This school has over 100 shildren in 
residence and they are given a vocational as well as an 
academic training. At all these schools, there is a good~- 
sized farm, for example, at the Qu'Appelle Indian School 
at Lebret, 1120 acres. There are over 700 acres in the 
farms at the Round Lake School, near Stockholm, and at 
the Indian Residential School at Dusk Lake. I may say 
that at 9 of the 14 Indian residential schools in Sask- 
atchewan this Department has title to farms which are 
not Indian reserves. 


Although this parcel is not required as an 
Indian reserve, it is considered necessary in connec- 
tion with the administration of the school, and, under 
the terms of Treaty 10, the Crown is under obligation 
to maintain educational institutions for the Indians. 
In fact, it is mere accident that a farm was not set 
aside for this school by His Excellency the Governor in 
Council some years ago, before the return of the natural 
resources. 


I should be grateful if you would review the 
matter in this light and give this application on behalf 
of our wards favourable consideration.

In the report which Col. Mermagen, Assistant 
Secretary-Treasurer of our Commission presented after his 
visit to the Lac la Ronge School last month, he refers to 
the urgent need of having more land cleared, and especially 
the land in the immediate vicinity of the school, in order 
that a greater acreage might be available for raising garden 
produce. As this land is very stony,.and can only be made 
fit for cultivation by removing the stones, and drawing soil 
from a considerable distance, the Commission felt that they 
could not undertake so great a work without some financial 
assistance. After consultation with the Principal, the 
Assistant Secretary-Treasurer was of the opinion that the sum 
of $400.00 would be required to accomplish this work, and I 
was instructed to ask your Department to enthorize this 
expenditure.

As you have no doubt been informed, the Provincial Government has 
undertaken certain development work in the Lac la Ronge area. This 
program will be extended this year and will require an adequate supply 
of building material, 


Last year an arrangement was made with the Principal of the Indian 
Residential School, Mr. Fisher, to recondition the sawmill located at 
the point mentioned for the purpose of sawing lumber for our immediate 
needs ag it was difficult to get new equipment in due to the roads at 
that season of the year being impassible, and time was also a definite 
factor. 


This mill had been used by the Native People and due to mismanage- 
ment, had deteriorated to such a point where it was almost completely 
wrecked, The boiler was in fairly good shape. 


The agreement was that we were to pay rental for the mill and charge 
this to the costs of repair and rebuilding. We were later informed that 
the mill belonged to the Department of Indian Affairs, 


As we will require additional building material for this coming 
year, and have a crew of Indians getting out logs for this purpose at 
the present time, we are desirous of knowing whether or not your Depart- 
ment would be interested in selling this mill, and if so, at what price, 


We have an opportunity to purchase a used mill in good condition, 
which can be moved in, However, in order to do this, a definite decision 
will have to be made at an early date as the spring break-up within the 
next two or three weeke will make it impossible to provide transportation 
until the middle of the sumer.

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If a satisfactory deal can be made with your Department, it is felt 
that it would be needless to take in a second mill as there is not sufficient 
timber to justify such action. 


The mill would have to be moved to a new site as at the present time it 
is extremely difficult to get the logs out of the water and over the rocks. 
In addition, all the bed pieces are rotted and there would have to be a 
complete new foundation. 


In the majority of cases last year we used Indian labor to out the logs 
as well as do the main work around the mill. Their services proved quite 
satisfactory. We did some custom sawing for several of them, which provided 
lumber for their own requirements, We would be prepared to continue doing 
this for the local residents. In fact, we would encourage them to get out 
sufficient loge to enable each of them to build himself @ house, In this 
way new living quarters would be provided, the only cost being the work of 
getting the logs out. Payment for sawing could be maile by working at the 
mill. In other words, no cash outlay whatever would be required on their 
part. We are most anxious to assist these people in becoming self-supporting 
and see they are encouraged to help themselves. 


Due to the transportation difficulties previously mentioned, we will 
appreciate your early attention to this matter.

Let me say first of all, that we are in a difficult 
position, in which the Government has the whip hand, 


We are the victims of a mistake made. in the past, 
for which we must pay dearly. 


My understanding is, that when the survey was made, 
which was in the time of the Rev. C.F. Hives, the sawmill 
stood in front of the school, on the land which is now used 
as the road. I understand that a "Gentleman's Agreement" 
(whatever that may mean) was entered into by Mr. Hives and the 
Surveyor, and instead of the road being surveyed along the 
lake shore, where it should have been from the first, the 
road was carried across the school garden, Our warehouse 
stands over one of the official survey posts. From there it 
cuts diagonally across the school garden to a point of the 
veranda of the Principal's residence in passing, A more 
senseless arrangement could have never been made, But I 
suppose no-one ever thought of a Lac la Ronge Townsite then, 


It would appear that we have much to lose, unless some 
satisfactory arrangement can be made with the Government. If 
the Government (meaning Mr. Phelps) should decide to follow the 
old survey, then our position here would be no longertenable, 

To my mind there can be no question whatever of selling the 
Government land for the road. We will have to give whatever 

is required for that purpose, in order to save the area within 
our fences, Regarding the other part, I feel it would be to 
the Commission's advantage if an official of the Commission would 
come up to Lac la Ronge, and look over the whole situation, It 
would be so much easier to view things on the spot, Trucks 

are coming in from Prince Albert almost every day, and there 
would be no difficyglty getting in and out. John Friesen would 
be glad to bring in whoever may come, I feel that this matter 
is urgent, 
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: 


There is one other thing I feel I should say, and I 
have this on good authority. Mr. Phelps is a little misleading 
when he said that the Hudson's Bay Co. is giving them land for 
$1.00 per acre, This is true, but he does not Say that the 
Hudson's Bay Co. is also retaining a certain aniount of land 
which they plan to cut up into lots and which be leased 
to those who desire them,

Dear Mr. Phelan, re: All Saints' School, Lac La Ronge. 


I beg to acknowledge your letter of March 9th, 
132-2-9, enclosing a copy of a letter from the Minister of 
Natural Resources for the Province of Saskatchewan. I am 
glad to take the opportunity of laying before the Department 
various questions in connection with this school property 
which are being raised by the Provincial Government. 


(1) The School Saw-mill: I have before me a letter from our 
Principal dated January 14, 1945, speaking of the visit of 

the Hon. Mr. Phelps and his suggestion about buying or renting 
the school saw-mill. Our Principal wrote as if the mill be- 
longed to us and we were in a position to sell it if we de- 
sired. He recommended that a sale should be negotiated in 
view of the increasing difficulties experienced in operating 
this mill. On the other hand, he was ready to accept the sug- 
gestion of Mr. Phelps that the mill should be taken over "on 

@ rental basis with the government making the necessary re- 
pairs and charging the cost of same against the rental charge 
per operating hour of $1.50 per hour. At that time we auth- 
orized Mr. Fisher to secure the best possible price for a sale 
or to rent the mill on the proposed basis. It is a little 
difficult for us to find out how this mill was purchased in 
the first place but we readily agreed with the Principal that 
the time has passed when it was wise or profitable for our 
school to engage in milling operations. 


(2) Property: We have been negotiating with Mr. Phelps in re- 
gard to the property on which our school is located. He de- 

sired to purchase a substantial portion of the land to enable 
the Provincial Government to carry out some of its program of 


development. The price suggested was $1.00 per acre in view 
of the fact that the land was to be used for public purposes

and it was stated that the Hudson's Bay Co. were prepared to 
relinquish part of their property on these terms. We felt 
unwilling to do anything which would in any way interfere 

with the interests of our school, but declared that in prin- 
ciple we were prepared to co-operate with any plans for the 
good of the community provided our own interests were safe- 
guarded. We were uncertain as to the ownership of this par- 
ticular property and have been in communication with the Land 
Titles Offices in Regina and Prince Albert and also with the 
Diocese of Saskatchewan, as one of our early missions was es- 
tablished at this point and it seemed probable that the 

Church had been in possession of the land for a considerable 
time. I now have, through your kindness, a copy of the Order 
in Council, PC689 dated May 4th, 1925, in which lots 12 and 9 
were transferred to the control of the Dept. of Indian Affairs. 
We are suggesting to Mr. Phelps that, from this point, he 
should negotiate with you in regard to this whole question. 

I am enclosing a plan of the settlement showing the location 
of lots 12 and 9. On a recent visit to Lac la Ronge, I learned 
that the Hudson's Bay Co. possesses lot 13 and that the land 
desired over-laps that lot and the western portion of lot 12 
on which the school is situated. I found that the inner 
portion of lot 12 is of very little value as it largely con- 
sists of muskeg and swamp. " however, to 
Gispose of part of the bush area nearest to lot 13 wi 
jeopardizing our interests In any way. 2 

—e oo 

(3) Road: The attached rough plan, copied from a sketch sent 

by the Principal, will illustrate the road question.which has 
also been raised. In this connection, I am enclosing a copy 

of a letter from Principal Fisher dated January 16th, 1946. 

It is strange that a road could have been surveyed in this 
manner but 1 take it that the desire was to go up to higher 
ground as at times the lake has risen considerably and a road 
nearer the shore might be affected. You will note that the 
trail continually used at present by the trucks which fre- 
quently go to and from the fish filleting plant passes through 
the middle of the boys' playground and then between some of the 
school buildings. Mr. Phelps has held out the prospect of a 
new survey and an alternative road passing between the church 
and the lake and then continuing between the school garden and 
the shore as indicated. This would be probably more expensive, 
as a certain amount of filling would be necessary at the corner 
of the school garden where a well is situated. ‘here is, how- 
ever, an abundant supply of rock lying around the shore for 
this purpose. In consideration of having the road constructed 
in this manner, we would certainly be prepared to recommend 
that some portion of the land might be turned over as requested. 


(4) Day School: It will be recalled that the small building 
shown on @ plan east of the ’rincipal's residence was con- 
structed in the first place for hospital purposes. The Dep-

artment made a grant of a few hundred dollars at the time and 
our Commission has spent a good deal more from time to time. 
It was not found practicable to operate a hospital and for a 
number of years we have operated a day-school. The Provincial 
Government gave a grant of about $500.00 a year and we em- 
ployed an additional teacher who had charge of this day-school 
for non-treaty and white children in the community. She also 
gave some service in the school as a member of the staff. The 
new Provincial Government took this school over entirely and 
has rented the building from us. We had enlarged it to take 
two classes and there are now two teachers. The school is 
being administered by a iocal Board and we are receiving a ren- 
tal for the property. The Director of Northern Education, 

Mr. A. Piercey, is now pressing us to sell this building and 
about an acre of land around it for playground purposes. He 
has ambitious plans for building a large day-school, possibly 
with three rooms, but for the present desires to take over the 
present building and enlarge it. We have pointed out that we 
are not in a position to sell this building as the Indian 
Department has an equity in it. On the other hand, our Prin- 
cipal has suggested that it will be necessary for us to op- 
erate a third class-room for day pupils,as a number of treaty 
families are likely to move into the settlement by reason of 
developments taking place. He has suggested that we might 
agree to sell the building and construct a new class-room with 
the proceeds. 


These various matters have been rather perplexing to 
us and we are not very happy at the whole situation, as our 
experience suggests that an Indian boarding school is better in 
a@ quiet place than ina developing community. We have been in- 
formed that the Provincial authorities plan to develop Lac la 
Ronge for tourist purposes by reason of the good fishing, that 
they intend to build a large boarding school for non-treaty 
children and also a hospital, and that our land is really re- 
quired for these purposes. 


I trust that these matters have been clearly out- 
lined and shall be happy to supply any additional information 
to enable decisions to be reached.

to the Saskatchewan Government. 


I have also discussed with Mr. Hoey the question 
of the road, He feels that it would be advisable for the 
M.S.C.C, to have someone go to lac la Ronge in connection with 
these various matters, While proceeding there, your represent- 
ative could call eat the Saskatchewan Government offices and 
discuss the matter with the Minister.

I have to-day received additional confirmation of 
the fact that the sawmill at our School was purchased in the 
first instance with Church funds. We shall accordingly advise 
the Saskatchewan Government in regard to this. 


I fully agree that the method of personal conference 
is advisable in regard to the other property questions that 
have been raised. You will recall that I made a special visit 
to Lac la Ronge at the beginning of February and my personal 
recommendations have already been made to yous. As the property 
is in the name of the Crown I felt that I was not in a position 
to negotiate further with the Provincial Government. It is 
not easy for me to visit Regina at present but I may be able to 
do so about the middle of next month when I plan to visit 
our schools in the Calgary area. I am a little afraid that the 
Hon, Mr. Phelps will desire action earlier than this as the 
season appears to be advanced and work at Lac la Ronge may be 
possible in the near future. I shall communicate with Mr. 
Phelps and endeavour to arrive at some definite conclusions with 
him.

For sometime past we have been negotiating with the Indian 
end Eskimo Residential School at Lac la Ronge, as well as the Hudson 
Bay Company in an effort to secure portions of the lots in that settle- 
ment to use in the expansion r sramme of this Ds rtment. The Government 
contemplates considerable development work in t area in the near future, 
Which will require additional properties. 


The Hudson Bay Company have offered to turn over to the Department 
@ substantial block of the land held by them in this particular areas. 
When it came to dealing with the Residential School, Fisher, the Prin- 
cipal was quite willing to exceed to our request, as he felt they had a 
great deal more land than they would ever require for their own use.

I eam in receipt of your letter of March 27, with 
reference to securing approximately 50 acres of land at Lac 
le Ronge. 


As you know, Lots 9 and 12 of Lac la Ronge 
Settlement were transferred to this Department on May 4, 1925, 
to be used for the purposes of the Lac la Ronge Indian esiden- 
tial School, 


While we have no desire to impede any new plans 
that your Department may have at the present time, I feel you 
will agree that it is my duty to safeguard the interests of 
our Indien residential schools. before submitting your 
proposal to my Minister, I require additional information. 


The Missionary Society of the Church of England 
in Canada operates the Lac la Ronge School for thie “epartment 
and before definitely agreeing to sell 50 acres of the land 
intended for the purposes of the school, I believe we should 
have the assurance of the Principal that the interests of the 
Residential School will be fully protected. 


Some of the land which we own is of little use 
end possibly this is the portion which you desire to secure. 
However, it may be possible that you wish the land on both 
sides of the school and, if so, it might interfere seriously 
with the successful operation of the school.

I am writing to you on behalf of our Church property 
at Lac la Ronge. Recently the Provincial Government has been 
enceavouring to purchase land which really belongs to our Residential 
School at this point. I also understand that there has been corres- 
pondence between our Indian Residential School Commission and the 
saskatchewan Government in this matter. In a letter recently 
received by the Principal of our school at Lac la Ronge, there was 
a quotation from a letter written by the Honorable, Mr. Phelps, 
This quotation is really part of a statement received from your 
Branch by our Commission, and it reads in part; 


“I have now through your kindness a copy of the Order in 
Council, PC689 dated May 4th, 1925, in which lots I> and 9, 
wer ansTerre ° € control of the Department of Indian 
Affairs." 


My reason in writing to you is that our Church and 
mission house both stand on lot 12, and I am anxious that this 
particular piece of land should be safe-guarded for our Church, 
It is my understanding that some years ago our Indian Residential 
School Commission handed over to the Diocese of Saskatchewan this 
Church site. In view of the above information,I am anxious 
to know what steps, if any, I should take on behalf of this 
Diocese to make sure that our intereste will be properly safe- 
gaurded in the futuree It is most apparent that the present Prov- 
incial Government is most active in our north country, and they 
have many schemes on foot. Lac la Ronge in particular seems to 
be one of their main points of activity, hence my anxiety,

We have been in correspondence with the Minister of Natural Resources 
for Saskatchewan in regard to various property matters concerning the above 
school, which we administer forthe Indian Affairs Branch. I have laid the whole 
matter fully before the Director after making a special visit to Lac la Ronce 
to gain first-hand information. I have now received a letter from Mr. Philip Phelan, 
Chief of the Training Division, suggesting a visit to your city to talk the matter 
over with the Hon. J.L. Phelps, and also with yourself. I have also just heard from 
our Principal, the Rev. GeWe Fisher, to the effect that Indian Agent Jones has been 
spending a few days at the school and is sending a report to you. 


I may say that the Provincial Government commenced by asking us to sell 
part of Lot 12 on which the school is located as they wished to carry out various 
developments. The offer was made to give us equivalent land elsewhere by way of 
exchange. After considerable difficulty we have found that the land is not ours to 
sell, as it was formally transferred to the Indian Affairs Department in 1925. I, 
therefore, turned the question over to the Director with an expression of opinion 
that we could readily part with the western portion of Lot 12 without any injury 
to the interests of the school. 


A further question concerns the Day School building which has been 
regarded as the property of the Church and for which the Director of Northern 
Education, Mr. Piercy, of Prince Albert, has offered us the sum of $500.00. He 
also desired an acre or so of ground around it for playground purposes. We have, 
of course, nothing to say about the sale of the land but apparently the building 
is mainly the property of the Church, although an jnitial grant of $200.00 was 
made by the Indian Department at a time when a small infirmary wes contemplated. We 
have operated a day school in the building, with the Provincial Government civine 
® grant which fluctuated in value but never covered the cost. Under the new 


Government a local board has been set up and the Day School is now being administered 


Provincially with a rental of $20.00... 
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Provincially with a rental of $20.00 now being paid to us. In principle, we are 

. prepared to sell this building but believe the price should be at least $1,000.00 
in view of the cost of construction. If the building should be sold we can see 

no difficulty in recommending to the Indian Department that a small portion of land 
should also be disposed of as our school interests would not in any way be affected. 


The third matter concerns a sawmill which is the property of the Church 
but at the present time is rented to the Provincial Government. The Hon. J.L. Phelps 
wrote to Ottawa on March 6th offering to buy this mill and the matter has been 
referred back to us as the Department is aware that it is our property. I have 
already informed Mr, Phelan that the Church is prepared to sell this mill at a fair 
price, but Principal Fisher's letter now suggests that your Department may wish to 
obtain possession of the mill for the benefit of the Indians. He said that Agent Jones 
would be writing to you in regard to this. There is a further question concerning 
a road. At present a road has been surveyed which cuts through our property and would 
represent a very serious difficulty and hazard if it should be constructed. Mr. Phelps 
has been giving consideration to a new survey which would carry the road along the 
Lake front to the Fish Plant which has been established. If this is done it will be 
possible to fence our school property and prevent trucks travelling through the 
children's playground and some of the buildings as is the case at the present time. 


I trust that I have made this tangled matter reasonably clear and venture 
to suczest that you may be able to confer with the Hon. J.L. Phelps after receiving 
your report from Agent Jones. It is quite out of the question for me to leave the 
city for some time to come and I know that the Provincial Government is most anxious 
to proceed with its development program at Lac la Ronge at the earliest possible date. 
I can only reiterate that as far as Church property is concerned we are fully 
prepared to dispose of what is desired if it will further the plans of the Provincial 
Government, and if the various items can be disposed of without hurting the interests 
of our Residential School.

I have received a letter from Reverend H.A. Alderwood, DeD., 
Secretary of the Indian and Eskimo Residential School Commission of the 
Missionary Society, Church of England in Canada, in connection with some 
matters relating to the Indian Residential School at Lac la Ronge and the 
Government of the Province of Saskatchewan. 


I am enclosing herewith copy of letter referred to. Also enclosed 
is a plan of the Lac la Ronge settlement showing thereon Lot 12 referred to 
in Dr. Alderwood's letter, School buildings, grounds, and gardens, are situated 
on both sides of the highway in about the centre of Lot 12. 


As the Department is aware, the present main building of this 
school is an old building and a fire trap. It should be replaced either by 
another residential school or a number of day schools at various points now 
being served by the residential school. If it is replaced by another residential 
school I believe the site should be changed as the total area held by the school 
is about 60 acres and most of it poor for farming purposes. 


With this point in consideration, and in view of the fact that there 
is no other land available immediately surrounding the present buildings, making 
it impossible to commence farming or to grow sufficient feed for livestock, it will 
no doubt be necessary to erect the new residential school (if one is erected) at 
a different site. Consequently I see no reason why negotiations should not be 
entered into with the Provincial Government with a view to surrendering to them 
part of lot 12 with a promise from them to give us an equal or larger acreage at a 
more suitable point when the decision is made to build a new school. 


I have had a discussion with the Honourable J.L. Phelps in this connection 
and he seems quite willing to co-operate with us in any reasonable manner, 


With regard to that part of Dr. Alderwood's letter which refers to the road 
it is quite evident that a road will have to be erected somewhere along or near the 
lake front thereby cutting through the Department property at some point. I do not 
see how this can be avoided.

Further to our telephone conversation re: the Saw Mill at 
Lac la Ronge. 


This outfit consists of a power unit of one Watrous 20 H.P. 
Engine, one 25 H.P. Boiler (Twin Units). one Brantford log carriage and 
one Planer, 


The Rev. George Fisher stated that to the best of his knowledge 
this equipment was purchased for the late Archdeacon McKay out of money 
appropriated by the Department to build the present Indian Residential School 
at Lac la Ronge, for the purpose of sawing lumber for the school. 


Since that time the mill has been used for sawing lumber for the 
Indians, and some lumber has been sawn for outsiders, including the Hudson's 
Bay Company, (when building their new warehouse in 1941). The following 
amounts of lumber were put through the mill, as mentioned above, during the 
past five years as taken from the Mill books: 


1940 = 56,196 feet. 1943 = 20,725 feet. 
1941 = 47,940 feet. 1944 - 71,000 feet. 
1942 - 18,000 feet. 


In 1945 Mr, Fisher rented the outfit to officials of the Provincial 
Government at the following rates: $1.50 per hour for the use of the mill and 
«75¢ per hour for the use of the planer. 


Enclosed herewith is a complete statement covering this transaction 
which was prepared by officials of the Provincial Government at Lac la Ronge. 
You will note that all repairs, replacements and time used to clean up the 
site was deducted from the rental dues outlined above for the use of the equip- 
ment. 


I feel that the mill has served the Indians well, and can continue 
to do so for many years to come, consequently Mr. Fisher and myself do not favour 
selling the mill. The matter was also taken up with the Indians, they are also 
of the same opinion. I find some of the Indians did have lumber sawn in 1945, 
and also found two Indians who took in logs amounting to approximately 4,000 feet, 
who lost their logs, lumber, and all. However, I have hopes of straightening this 
out.

I again discussed the whole situation at Lac le 
Ronge with the Director yesterday afternoon, and it would be 
appreciated if you would again interview Honourable Mr, Phelps 
and endeavour to finalize the matter, 


The Director is prepared to recommend to the 
Minister the transfer of the land required by the Minister of 
Natural Resources and Industrial Development for the Province 
of Saskatchewan, provided mutually satisfactory arrangements 
can be completed between the Provincial Department and the 
Principal of the Lac la Ronge Sehool, You will note from the 
third paragraph of Mr. Phelps’ letter that he is anxious to 
meet the Principal's wishes as far as possible. 


I have noted Indian Agent Jones' letter to you 
of March 26, but we cannot find any record here indicating that 
the sawmill was purchased from parliamentary appropriation. We 
therefore presume that it is the property of the Church euthor- 
ities and they can dispose of it as they see fit.

I have to acknowledge receipt of your letter of the llth instant, 
No. 132-2-9, enclosing copy of a letter the Department has received from Reverénd 
GW. Fisher, Principal of the Lac la Ronge Indian Residential School, with 
particular reference to the transfer of part of the school lanis to the Provincial 
Government. 


I may say that following the receipt of Department letter of the 
26th ultimo, No. 132-2-9, I discussed with Honourable J.L. Phelps the matters 
under consideration. Mr. Phelps informed me that he is not certain that the 
Provinoial Government will now require the land as he is awaiting the report of his 
town planner after he makes a survey of conditions at the present Lac la Ronge 
Village to decide on the possibilities of development on the present site surrounding 
the residential school. Mr. Phelps states it is possible that a decision will be 
made to move the town site to another point on the shore of the lake. 


If Mr. Phelps decides to make formal application for part of the 
Indian school lands the question of the value of the lands to be transferred could 
then be discussed. While I believe that $1.00 per acre, which the Hudson's Bay 
Company is willing t@ accept, is very low, I do not think that a very high price 
should be set even though it may eventually be in a town site. I am reasonably 
certain that the town site will not be established on the land surrounding the 
Lac la Ronge Residential School unless our Department first consents to relinquish 
a part of the school lands to the Provincial Government. If the Provincial Govern- 
ment is not assured of part of the school lands there is no doubt that they will 
decide to establish the town at another peint on the lake shore. As previously 
stated, there is some possibility of this being done even if the Provincial Govern- 
ment is assured of the transfer of part of our land. I shall write the Department

I believe that serious consideration should be civen by the Depart- 
ment before arriving at a decision as to the location of the new residential 
school when one is to be built. ‘The Lac la Ronee School and the St. Alban's Scho 
at Prince Albert are both under the auspices of the Church of England and under 
the management of the Iniian and Eskimo Commission. I would sucgest. that it woulds 


be better to buildsecses 
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be better to build one large residential sehool to take the place of the two. 
Both are poor buildings and both need replacing. Neither of the schools has 
sufficient playground space or land for gardening and farming. There is a 
large acreage of unused land on the Little Red River Reserve, not far from the 
main highway, which is nearly completed between Prince Albert and Lac la Rone. 
A large school somewhere on the Little Red River Reserve would serve the whole 
area so far as Anglican children are concerned. I believe it will always 

be ssary to have a residential school for the majority of, Indian children 
of the Lac la Ronge area and many of the children from the reserves of the 
Carlton and Duck Lake Agencies. Unless the Department has decided to build 

no more residential schools I would recommend that consideration be given to 
my proposal that one large school be erected to take the place of the two 
when materials are available.

It is understood from your letter that the Province 
is prepared to make a survey of the land which they require 
without expense to this Department.

It is noted from the fourth paregraph of your letter 
that the Department of Natural Resources in the Province of 
Saskatchewan would provide a suitable area at another point if 
we decide to erect a new school, oujd it be possible for you 
to secure an official letter from the Department of Natural 
Resources outlining their policy in this regard?

Reference our letter dated April 12th, 1946 
in regard to purchase of Lot 12 La Ronge Settlement, Sask. 


The Superintendent of Welfare and Training of 
your branch requested a letter from my department stating 
that provincial lands will be granted in exchange for Lot 12 
in the event that approval is obtained and the school vacates 
its present site for a more suitable one elsewhere \ ith 
sufficient garden and grazine space for echool purposes. 


Apparently the school principal co: siders the 
present site most unsuiteble as the land is poor, the area is 
not the Indian center it was years ago, and also because & 
mixed settlement in the vicinity adds to the difficulty in 
maintaining discipline emong the Indian boys and girls. 


Should the Indian Affairs Branch dispose of 
all of Lot 12 to the department we are prepared to grant 
provincial lands elsewhere away from settled area with fuel 
wood, grazing and garden possibilities. It is suggested that 
the ares granted should not exceed 76.7 acres, the area of 
the present holding. 


Indian Affairs. 
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As indicated in the attached letter it is 
suggested that immediate action be taken to dispose of the 
westerly 28.4 acres not required for school or church. Later 
on action can be taken to dispose of the balance with the 
exception of the 7 acres required for school, playing field, 
church, garden etc. 


Trusting that this matter will receive early 
attention.

may, fron time to time, as competently authorized, be regulated 
upon the advice of different ministers charged with the appropriate 
service".

I have been instructed by the Minister, the Honourable 
I. L. Phelps, to extend the Townsite of La Ronge and to purchase the 
balance of your Indian Affairs lot No. 12 for this purpose. You will 
probably recall that last year this Department purchased a 28.4 acre 
portion of the lot at 4 nominal rate of $1.00 per acre. 


Your plans for re-establishing the La Ronge Indian School, 
destroyed by fire last year, may not have been finalized but the proposal 
herein made appears flexible enough so that in the event your Department 
decides to rebuild the school it will have reserved ample land for school, 
playing field, teacherage, etc. 


It is, therefore, suggested that the 48.3 acre remainder of 
lot 12 be transferred to this Department at 4 nominal rate of $1.00 per 
acre. We will then extend the townsite survey and subdivide the land into 
town lots and survey 4 four acre parcel for your school and hospital site, 
teacherage, church and appurtenant buildings. We will absorb costs of 
making @ legal survey and transfer back to your Department land required 
for the school, etc. and land at present occupied by teacherage and church. 


It might appear that your Department is receiving & emall 
acreage of surveyed land in return. Actually much of the 48.3 acres is 
muskeg and the portion conveyed back would be 4 good part of the land 
suitable for settlement. As costs of survey borne by this Departme mt will 
be about $500.00 the proposal seems an equitable one to all concerned,

Reference letter from your Department dated 
8 April, 1948, expressing concurrence to having the matter of road 
alignment at La Ronge settled by our respective representatives. 


The road diversion has now been completed across the 
corner of the garden to the mutual satisfaction, I believe of our 
representatives. As tourist from as far south as Florida visit La Ronge the 
road improvement has eliminated a source of complaint which partly 
nullified the good work of our respective governments in tourist 
promotion. 


As La Ronge is growing rapidly we are now faced with 
the problem of expanding the townsite. All the suitable land has 
been subdivided and about 75% of the lots taken up. There is a good 
possibility that the recent uranium find 35 miles from La Ronge should 
it develop into a mine, will accellerate growth of La Ronge. 


In order to prevent a shanty town springing up on 
the outskirts of the present townsite, which has been laid out in 
accordance with community planning principles, it is suggested that 
the 48.3 acres now held by your Department be sold to the province, 
To protect your interest following proposed is made. 


1. The Federal government sell to the province the 48.3 acre parcel 
at the nominal rate of $1. pew acre as was previously done in sale 
of your 28.4 acre parcel of land to the province. 


2. The province will then subdivide the land into town lots and 
integrate your nursing station, church, cemetry, buildings and grounds 
into a townsite in accordance with modern town planning principle, 


3. The province will bear all costs of survey and then sell and 
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transfer back to the Dominion all your buildings and appurtenant 
age required for your purposes at the same nominal rate of 
1. per acre. 


4. In addition to the above should you at any time require 
promincial lands for the purpose of erecting an Indian School or 
hospital we will transfer such lands, in any area which is mutually 
agreed upon at the same nominal rate of $1. pew acre. 


It is believed that abowe is a flexible arrangement as it 
will enable the Dominion to obtain provinciel lands for school, hospital 
or ration store purposes at strategic points in northern Saskatchewan 
in order to best serve the Indian population. 


I might say that only a small part, probably four acres 
of the 48.3 acres parcel is now is use. The land is not suitable for 
gardening but most of it is suitable for building lots. 


The proposal has been discussed at executive level among 
our respective representatives and I believe that they are in 
@eneral agreement to the above proposal. May I suggest that if the 
proposal has your general approval that details be settled by our 
representatives who are familiar with the situation at La Ronge.

As an alternative, it is suggested that instead of 
running a road south of the nursing station along the south 
shore, that you have it constructed north of the nursing 
station. Instead of crossing the school garden, it should turn 
left at the corner of Lac la 4onge Avenue and Hastings Street, 
then proceed to the end of that street. from this point it 
could be continued at right angles to Hastings Street until it 
joins the street between blocks 12 and 13.

First, the building of a dormitory 
at Lac la Ronee in connec tion with educational plans there, and 
second, the establishment of a headquarters for our Assis tant, Indian 
Agency, for that area. The letter from Mr. Hogg refers to 48.3 
acres as not being used. I doubt that 10% of this land can be used 
for building purposes if and then they decide to build, 2s nearly 
all of it is solid rock. It would be very unwise turn over to 
the Provincial Government any area until we deal w 1 the problem 
of finding a suitable place to build a dormi tory , 
the Assistant, Indian Agency, and a warehouse and o 
as decide upon sewage disposal, and a water supply. 1 
two factors are very important when most of the surface 1; solid 
rock. They criticise us for moving too slow. I believe thev have 
been too hasty in many things.

Some time ago you asked if I could get information 
regarding the location of the garden plot at the Lac La Ronge 
property. Mr. Wickenden has drawn the enclosed sketch which gives 
a clear idea of the lay-out. I trust it will be of value. 


"The enclosed sketch may help you in your neg- 
otiations with the provincial Govt. of Saskatchewan, and I wish to 
stress the fact that the measurements given are only approximate 
and that I have made use of snapshots in determining distances to 
aid my memory. You will note that it was planned by the surveyor 
in charge of the new town site to continue the highway east right 
across the school garden since it seemed the cheapest and most 
practical thing to do. Good garden land is very scarce in the Lac 
la Ronge district and the plot in front of the old school was, and 
is, valuable. I see no reason why any of this land should be 
sacrificed for building purposes. I have indicated the position of 
the present public school a little east of the cultivated land, and 
I don't see any reason why the same site should not be used for the 
new public school. A site, more or less opposite the missionary's 
residence, was suggested as a possible site by the Administrator 
of Education, in Northern Saskatchewan in the fall of '46. It will 
be hard to find a site with level and extensive playgrounds in any 
case,"

In accordance with your letter of March 22nd, 1919, 
our Department has surveyed the balance of Lot 12 adjacent to 
La Ronge townsite. 


Attached herewith is a development plan showing the 
various buildings and improvements, The area surveyed comprises 
practically all of the usable portion of the 48.3 acres now held 
by the Dominion Government. The area north of the subdivision 
falls off very sharply to the muskeg which occupies the major 
portion of the 48.3 acres remaining in Lot 12. 


To facilitate the transaction it is suggested that the 
entire 48.3 acres be transferred to this Department and we will 
then, upon registration of the plan of survey, transfer the fol- 
lowing Lots and Blocks to your Department to cover existing 
improvements and lands which may be required for expansion of 
your facilities:

All of Block 13 - upon which is situated two sheds,

It is believed that the Anglican Church and manse 


"squatted" on Dominion lands and therefore Block 16 will be trans- 
ferred to the Church authorities if you so direct. 
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The sawmill shown on the foreshore is of a portable type and it is 
our understanding that the Department of Indian Affairs have agreed to its 
removal, However, if desired, we are prepared to issue an annual permit for

In addition to the above, we will cancel out the portion of the old 
road allowance now held in the right of the Provincial Devartment of Highways 
so that the warehouse and hospital building which now extends into the provin-e

May I suggest that the transfer of lands between our Departments be 
at the nominal rate of $1.00 per acre as was previously done in the transfer

The title to Lot 12 edjecent to Le Ronge 
Townsite, Saskatchewan, 76.70 ecres, is vested in His Majesty 
in the right of Canada, under the authority of P.C. 689 dated 
May 4, 1925, "for the purposes of the Indian Boarding School 
and Hospital et La Ronge, Saskatchewan". 


It did not pass to the Province with the return 
of the resources, as it was in an exempted class. 


It is not en Indien Reserve nor is it Indien 
lends and is, therefore, not within the jurisdiction of this 
Branch. The Lot is Federal Crown land within the jurisdiction 
of the Lends and Development Services Branch and that Brench 
elone, according to my understanding, has the right to convey 
it, as requested by Mr. Hogg. 


By P.C. 21 of Januery 3, 1947, 28.4 acres of 
the Lot were conveyed to His Majesty in the right of Saskat- 
chewan, leaving a belence of 48.3 scres still vested in the 
Crown Dominion. 


In the view of this Branch an Order of the 
Minister is required declaring thet the land is no longer 
required for school purposes and directing thet the edminis- 
trative jurisdiction over it be transferred to the Lands end 
Development Services Branch. This the Minister may properly 
ao as the school which formerly occupied this site was completely 
destroyed by fire in February, 1947, and is no longer used or

A discussion was held today between Mr. C.A.L. Hogg, 
Deputy Minister of Natural Resources and Industrial Development; 
and Mr. A.I, Bereskin, Controller, Surveys Branch; and the writer; 
and the various matters referred to in Mr. Hogg's letter to 
Dr. Keenleyside and in the Director's letter referred to, were 
discussed at some length. 


(1) The area marked in green is the old road which the 
province undertook to Close before locating the new 
road show on the plan as La Ronge Avenue. 


Block 13 referred to in Mr. Hogg's letter is as 
indicated in red on the enclosed plan. 


Both cemeteries and all medical buildings, except 
the house on Lot 7, Block 12, are within Block 13, 
vith the exception that the old cemetery extends 
Slightly over the boundary of Block 13 into Backlund 
Street as indicated on the plan. 


The new residence for the Assistant, Indian Agenoy, 
Lac la Ronge, the construction of which is almost 
complete, is located as shown in red ink in Slock 13 
on the plan. 


The school building on Lot 6, Block 14, 

some years ago as an infirmary. in connec ti t 

Lac la Ronge Indien Residential School which was destroyed 
by fire. This building was leter converted into n school 
to accomodate white and Metis chil ren, and operated under 
the auspices of the Anglican Chureh. Subsequently it wag 
leased to the provincial Department of Education by the 
Church Authorities. ‘This arrangement ended with the 
opening of the new provincial school at La Ronge Villace. 

I believe thet the Anglican Church claims this building, 

but I have every reason to believe that it showl, be consider- 
ed the property of our Branch as I believe Mr. R.S. Davis, 
Regional Supervisor of Indian Agencies, Winnipeg, who was 
Indian Agent, Carlton Ageney, at the time this building was 
erected will confirm the fact that the cost of the building 
was met out of Parliamentary Apr ropriation. Mr. &.s, Jones, 
Indian Superintendent, Carlton A ency, has discussed the 
ownership of this building with Reverend Archdeacon Paul, 

of the Anglican Church, who stated he was not sure of the 
ommership of the building, but that he would write to 


Canon H, E, Hives, at Battleford, whom he thought could answer 


the question.... 
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the question. I would also sugzest that the Department 
communicate with Mr. R.S. Davis, or I shall do SO, 

if so instructed. With regard to retaining sufficient 
land adjoining Lot 6, Block 14, for school purposes, 

if such is desirable in the future,I would recommend 

that Lots 4 and 5, in Block 14, be retained in preference 
to Lots 9 and 10. I make this recommendation because 

of the fact that suitable playgrounds could be made on 
Lots 4 and 5, but not on Lots 9 and 10, because of the 
fact that the latter is nearly solid rock. 


In addition to hot 7, Block 12, on which a house is 
situated, I would recommend retention of Let 1 in 
conjunction with Lot 7, in preference to Lot 2. My 
reason for this recommendation is in the fact that if 

we retained Lot 2 there would eventually be a private 
occupant of Lot 1 whose roperty would be surrounded 

by our property on two sides and streets on the sther two 
sides. 


Bishop Martin was absent when Mr. E£.S. Jones endeavoured 
to contact him regarding settlement of the title to the 
land on whieh the Church and Manse stand in Block 10. 
However, Reverend Archdeacon Paul acted on behalf of 
Bishop Martin, and stated that he would like, if possible, 
to have title to this property transferred direct from 

the Dominion Government to the Church Authorities, and 

I would so recommend. 


I am not satisfied with the arrangement proposed by 

Mr. Hogg with reference to the sawmill. “hile in a sense 
this sawmill could be called a portable one, the »ethod 

in which it has been set up on cement bases with twin 

steam set up which forms the power unit, the cost of 
moving it to another point would be almost prohibitive. 
This sawmill is used from time to time as a way to supply 
the Indians of that area with cheap lumber for erecting 
their homes. It must be near the lake in order to have 
use of the lake water for steam, and it must be situated 

on fairly level ground where logs and lumber can be piled, 
and where there is room for disposal of saw dust, shavings, 
bark, and other refuse from a sawmill. It would be difficult 
to find any other place on the lake shore whee such 
natural facilities are available. If the title to the 

land on which the sawmill is situsted is to be transferred 
to the province, there should be some arrangement for a 
long term agreement, perhaps for 20 years, for rental of 
the property necessary to operate the sawmill, at nominal 
rental. 


As the matter of allocating this land is of some 
considerable concern to the Department of National Health and “elfare 
because of the fact that they are operating an Indian Hospital in 
Block 13, I _ discussed the matter with Dr. A.B. Simes, Regional Super- 
intendent, Indian Health Services, and he has emphasized the fact that 
the Provincial Government should not be permitted to make use of the 
property close to the hospital for a tourist camp. This refers part- 
icularly to the land immediately south of Block 13, and between La 
Ronge Avenue and the lake front. This point is emphasized because of

This shows that there has been a great increase during 
the hast year, and the prospects are quite good for 

the coming year, Taking Mr. Davis' figures - $800.00 - 
as substantially correct as to the cost of keeping the 
cows at the School (this includes part of the Farmer's 
wages, and feed for cows) and providing we can maintain 
a milk production of from 6 to 8 gals. per day during 
the time the childrem are in School, it would appear 
that the cost per gallon of fresh milk would be cheapex 
than that of canned or dried milk, Based on a consumy 
tion of six gals. per day, the canned or dried milk diluted 
at the full strength as directions on containers, the 
cost would be, based on the childrem being at Sc! 1 for 
a minimum of 309 days per yeart-= 


Canned Milk: 48's @ $9.45 per cs. landed .79¢ per gal. or 
$1,664.96 per year, 


Dried Milk: 48 lbs. to cs. @ $20.70 per cs. landed. 64¢ per gal.

These figures have not taken into consideration that a 
lower cost per case might be obtained for quantity pur- 
or that the milk could be used in greater dilution," 


In addition to the above, the Principal ints out that the cost 
rice of the hay ($800.00) includes the salary of the Farn Instructor 
for at least four months in the year and that the acceptance of 
the Indian Agent's recommendation would not relieve the Commission 
of the necessity of maintaining a Farm Instructor, as "the bulk of 
this agent's time is taken up in securing wood for the School 
furnaces", Should a Farm Instructor not be retained it would be 
necessary to engage another permanent worker in the capacity of 
General Assistant to act as teamster during the winter months 
and to secure the necessary hay supply for the horses during 
the summer. 


In the light of the above information, our Commission feel 
that it would be better to allow the existing arrangement to stand 
for another year or two at any rate. The members heartily share 
the desire of your Branch of Government to train the Indian b< ys 
and girls in the Schools under their control to become self- 
supporting and useful citizens, and while the country around 
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Lac la Ronge may not be suitable for farming and gardening activities 
on an extensive scale, it is by no means impossible for such activi- 
ties to be gradually extended, Such extension would surely help in 
achieving the desire that you and we have so much at heart. 


For some years I continued to urge your Department to make 
a grant of $500.00 for clearing and bringing under cultivation quite 
a good piece of land not far away from the main school building. 
If it were at all possible to have this assistance, I am convinced 
that the results would justify the expenditure, If some further 
help could be given by your Department to drain the large muskeg 
immediately behind the School, it would not be long before the 
School management would be able to secure all the hay and oats 
required for horses end cattle, and the annual cost of operating 
the School would be considerably reduced.

Dear Mr Hoey: 

I have before me a copy of your letter dated 
the 19th inst, and addressed to the Rev. Dr.Westgate, with 
regard to "the cattle at the Lac la Ronge Residential School." 
You conclude your letter as follows: 


"In view of the information contained 
in your letter the existing arrangement 
may stend for another year or so." 


This quotation seems to indicate a misapprehension 
concerning the basis of the arrangement under which the Church 
of England in Canada end, I think, the other Churches concerned, 
administer the Indian Residential Schools for which they are 
severally responsible. 


On more than one occasion when it was my responsibility 
to address the Hon'ble, the Minister on behalf of a joint Church 
Delegation, I referred to this subject and emphasised the fact 
that the basis of the partnership between the Churches and the 
Government is one of co-operation not of subordination. 


The original agreement between the Churches and the 
Government reserved to the Government the right of appointment 
of the Principals of the Schools; but the matters concerned with 
the ordinary administration lay within the competence and respon- 
sibility of the Churches. This statement of principle has never 
been disputed and, as far as the several Ministers addressed have 
been concerned, has received at least consent by silence. 


I refer to the point now because, after 28 years of 
experience, I am of the firm conviction that any interpretation

IT have for acknowledgment your letter of the 
28th ultimo, in which you refer to a communication dated 
September 15, 1938, sent forward by the Department to 
Reverend Dr. Westgate. 


I must express regret that Dr. VYesteate felt 
compelled to bring this matter to your attention. There 
is not, in my judgment, the slightest danger that the 
Government or the officials of the Department will at 
any time encroach upon the jurisdiction of the Churches 
in the administration of residential schools. 


I have myself, since entering the Department, 
encouraged our Indian agents and our inspectors to take 
an active interest in the administration of our residential 
institutions, in the hope that by so doing the Principals 
would be encouraged and the general administration of the 
schools improved. I have, for example, succeeded in 
securing the services of an official of the Department of 

“Agriculture to make a Survey of farming conditions at one 
or two schools, in an attempt to help the Principals. 
It was my hope, also, that I sight secure an official 
from the Forestry Branch to undertake a worthwhile prog- 
/ ranme of reforestation and beautification at a number of 
Ph \ our schools, particularly in the West.

May I point out, also, that the 
suggestion made by the Agent has a very direct relat- 
tionship to government expenditures. Last year, we 
made a special grant of $500. to the Lac la Ronge 
Sehool, in an attempt to compensate the institution 
for the losses sustained by drought conditions through- 
out the province of Saskatchewan. A somewhat similar 
grant, paid on the basis of $5.90 per pupil, was sent 
forward to all the residential schools in the province 
of Baskatchewan. In addition to this, I have had 
before me now for a couple of years a recuest from 

Dr. Westgate for a special grant of $500.00 for the 
Clearing of land. This land, it would appear, is 
necessary to maintain a herd of cattle at the instit- 
ution, You will, [ feel, understand my position, 
therefore, when f express regret that Dr. Yestgate has 
brought this matter to your attention. 


It is just possible that the departmental 
letter of the 19th ultimo, to which you have referred, 
was somewhat loosely worded. It is somewhat difficult, 
however, for our officials to keep constantly in mind 
the principles underlying the administration of our 
inst yh ree particularly so when our cuties appear

to be multiplying from day to day. I hesitate to send 
forward a copy of your communication to our agents and 
inspectors. I have discussed the administration of 
residential schools with them on more than one occasion 
and I know how reluctant they frequently are to visit 
these institutions. If, however, you feel that a copy 
of your letter, or a letter along somewhat similer lines, 
written by me, would enable our officials to more 
Clearly define where their responsibilties begin and end 
with respect to our residential sehools, I shall be glad 
to prepare and send out such a letter.

My dear Mr Hoey: 
Thank you for your letter dated the lst inst. 


I receive, I may say, copies of all correspondence 
written or received by br.Westgate. ‘Ihe copy of letter relating 
to the question under discussion was the cause of my communic~ 
ation to you. In other words, the matter was not drawn to my 
attention by Dr.Westgate. 


I have in mind also Dr.Westgate's letter to you in which 
he states the results of his examination of the cost of the herd 
of cattle at Lac le kKonge as compared with the cost of a supply 
of tinned milk ~ his conclusion, I think being (I am speaking 
from memory) that the total cost per annum of the cattle is 
less than the total cost would be of an adequate supply of 
tinned milk, In addition, we must bear in mind the fact that 
the cattle provide no inconsiderable part of the meat supply 
needed for this school. When therefore all the items are 
taken into consideration it appears to me that, from the stand~- 
point of economy, the cattle are cheaper than the tinned milk, 


It is in connection with points such as this one that 
the inspector or the Agent of the Department is liable to jump 
to conclusions and to make recommendations which are not 
supported by an examination of all the facts. Our Commission 
at Winnipeg, with its two very capable agents - Dr.Westgate 
and Colonel Mermagen ~ have given very careful consideration 
during the last seventeen or eighteen years to the question 
of relative cost, and operate the schools under very definite 
instructions of the Kxecutive Committee of the Society that 
the closest economy,consistent in particular with the adequate 
feeding of the children, must be exercised.

Throughout the whole period, I may say, we have carried 
an annual net bank overdraft on account of the schools we 
administer, of a sum varying from $30,000 to $80,000, The 
approximate net amount of this overdraft on the closing of our 
books for the year 19357 was $55,000, 


the chief cause of this state of affairs in recent years 
was the harsh, an“ in my opinion, unjustified action of the 
Government in reducing, without notice, and without consultation, 
the rates of per capita grants by successive sums of 10% and 
5% - 15% in all. the first cut of 10% has, of course, been 
restored, We greatly need the restoration of the second cut 
of 5%. 


The special grants last year mentioned by you of #500. 
to the Lac la Konge School, and of $5.00 per pupil to the 
Residential Schools in the Province of Saskatchewan, was a very wicome 
and much needed action by the Department. It was, however, not 
an equivalent for the outstanding cut of 5% on the rates of 
per capita grants. 


From the standpoint of the Church, the Agreement between 
the Churches and the Government, is not,in my judgment, equitable 
in that the liabilities of the Government are stated and known 
while the liabilities of the Church, over and above the estimated 
receipts for any one yeer from per capita grants, are unstable 
and unknown. 


As an illustration, we have the fact that in the face 
of the cuts in per capita grants, the Churches were required 
by the Agreement to meet the adverse conditions brought about 
by what are usually,but erroneously,described as "acts of 
Providence." in other words the results, and they were 
disastrous and expensive, of drought and crop failure affecting 
over so many years, several of our largest schools. 


with regard to my letter. I have always found it the 
best policy to be completely open and candid in my interviews, 
or correspondence, with the responsible officials of the Departs 
ment. With this position i feel that you are in complete accord. 
Please, therefore, treat my letter as official to you only. in 
other words, i have no desire whatsoever that copies of it should 
be sent out to your officials in the field. Given Departmental 
Field Officials of experience and sympathetic approach, I 
would, for my own part, prefer not to limit unduly either the 
scope or the nat&re of their recommendations and even criticisms 
concerning points, aueh as the one under discussion ( cattle 
versus tinned milk,) in their visits to the schools. There 
is always of course the odd man on the side of both the Church 
and the Department who is lacking either in experience or the 
personal qualities required for the proper discharge of his

With reference to your letter of September 19th, 
file 1352-2-14, enclosing a copy of a letter you received 
from Rev. T. B. R- Westgate in regard to the supply of 
milk at the Lac La Ronge Indian Boarding School. I note 
that they state that they receive an average of 6 gals 
a day of milk for 309 days. ‘their cows may give 6 to 
eight gals of milk in the summer months,but throughout 
the winter months, I doubt very much wether they get 
more than three gals a day, if they get that. 


With reference to the last paragraph of Rev. 
Westgate's letter, Rev Fisher, the Principal has taken 
the matter of clearing this piece of land up with me 
many times and I advised him that .I would not recommend it 
as this land will be useless when it is. cleared as it 
is all rock formation. after they had spent $500.00 on 
Clearing a piece of land like the one in question it 
would not produce enough to feed one cow. To keep land 
of this nature in good condition it would be necessary 
to import soil and use fertilizer, otherwise the land 
would only produce one crop successfully.

Tt have the honour to acknowledge the receipt of your 
letter, No. 116, 733/T, of the TOth.instant, and enclosure, 
being a letter from Mr. F.W.Denehy drawing the attention of the 
Department to irregularities and misappropriation of public 
morey in Musecowequar'’s Indiar Boarding School,Touchwood 
gills Agency. 

The charges made are - Ist. That there are maintuined at 
that school two non-treaty children to whom fictitious names 
and treaty numbers have been given on the Returns so that the 
Government Grant for Indian children has been drawn this year 
for non-treaty children. 2nd. That children are marked 
as being present in class and in maintenance at the school 
who are out of the class room on the day marked,or absent 
altogether for periods more or less Long: 

In regard to the first charge: There is one ron-treaty 
pupil at the Muscowéequan School and his admission thereto was 
Auly authorized whilst Mr,Denehy himself was in charge of the 
school. Tn this connection T may add that non-treaty 
children are to be found in nearly all the Industrial and 
Boarding Schools and their admission has been authorized 
pursuant to a letter from the Department to Rev. Father LaCombe, 
No. 117,057/8,dated the TSth. of September 1895, a copy of 


which

which was transmitted for the guidance of this office under 
cover of official letter of even date and number. 
Regarding the second charge: I do not see how Mr. 


Denehy could have preferred it unless he was personally aware 


of the absences of the pupils coupled with a knowledge of the 


contents of the returns. He may,of course, have noticed 
from time to time a pupil absent from school but it is 
exceedingly urlikely that Mr.Denehy could have seen the 
Returrs either at the Agency or at the School. At the 

Agency it would have been a breach of confidence, and the 
relation in which Mr.Denehy stands towards the School makes 

it impossible for him to have obtained this information 

there. This charge has therefore all the appearance of 
having been made at random and without any specific information 
on the part of Mr.Denehy,and solely with the view of harrass- 
ing the authorities of the school from pure personal spite, 
for it must not be forgotten that Mr.Denehy after being in 
charge of that school for several years ( and I must say with 
considerable credit to himself for a time) was dismissed 

for what was fast becoming habitual drunkenness. Since his 
dismissal he has entertained no light feeling of rancor 
against the authorities of the school. This sentiment,T 
fear,is more likely to have moved him in the present instance 
than a feeling of interest in the purity of the public service. 

The Returns,as the Department is aware, are certified 
by the head teacher and the Agent, and it is not likely the 
latter especially would attach his signature to a certificate 
upless reasonably certain that the statements contained therein 
were correct. 

Taking all into consideration I do not think that in the 
absence of particulars the Department would be justified in 
causing an enquiry into this general charge.

T beg to acknowledge receipt of your favour of the 
Ist. instant ,No.116,733/T, sent to me here from Kutawa, 
enclosing copy of letter from Mr.Dennehy,dated 27th. 
April. 

T expect to be in Touchwood at the Treaty Payments, 
in July,whenr T shall see Mr.Dennehy, and give him full 
opportunity of making his statements, and furnishing 
proof, and will report results without any delay. 

In the meantime T would remark that I inspected 
Muscoweuan's School on 2Tst.April last. Thirty-one 
pupils were present,including two non-treaty,which I 
noted on my report. The Principal informed me that he 
had authority to inelude these two pupils and this T 
verified by the letter of the Commissioner giving such 
authority,so that there was no concealment of the matter 
and no fictitious names were necessary. On a second 
visit,T2th-May, there were thirty-five pupils present, 

aed 
including the two non-treaty, and only thirty-eme paid 
for,this being the Limit. 

T compared the attendance during the year with 
the visits made from time to time by the Agents and 
found them to agree with the roll. The Agents enter 
the number present on their diaries each visit*and T do 
not believe that any attempt was made to deceive,or 
charge for more pupils than the actual attendance 


warrarted.

Mr. Dennehy knew T was at the Agency from T2th- 
April to 2tst.May, and if he was so “actuated with a 
zeal for the purity of the public service" as he says 
he was,it would have been easy for him to have given me 
the information necessary and to have any abuses 
corrected. 

As a matter of fact IT ealled on Mr. Dennehy on T2th- 
May before making my second visit. Tt was passing near 
his school and merely called, and if he had wanted his 
charges “promptly investigated" surely this was a4 
favourable time,when T was on the spot,but he never said 
one word of any irregularity: 

It is well known that Mr. Dennehy was relieved of 
his situation early in 1897 for very good reasons and 
one of which was notieed in my report of the previous 
year. Mr. Dennehy feels sore at being dismissed, and T am 
afraid his feelings have got the better of him and he 
has allowed other motives than the “purity of the 
service" to actuate him in making the charges he has- 
The transfer of the property is another vexed question, 
aw‘this will deprive his school of a good portion of 
the revenue from taxable property: 

However,I will give him a full chanee to prove 
his charges. Muscowequan's School, to my mind, is one 
of the best conducted in the Territories. Bverything 
was in apple pie order, the staff most efficient, ana 
the Rev. Sister Valade ar accomplished teacher, and the

The Revd. Father Perreault who 
is presently in charge of the Muscowequan's 
Boarding School,informs me that he has not 
received the authorization of taking more 
than thirty children at his school, 
and that he has now this number about 
complete. 

May T ask you to be kind enough to 
recommend that the authorization of 
receiving a greater number of children 
be granted by the Department. As you 
know, there are, in the District of 
Touchwood Hills, and particularly at 
Nut Lake, quite a number of children 
who attend no school at alle We would 
like to do all in our possible to bring 
their parents to send them to school, 
and we would like to be sure to be able 
to receive them whenever they consent. 

The Muscowequen's School is the 
only boarding school we have presently in 
the whole district of Assiniboia, ana if 
the authorization asked for were granted 
it would be a good opening ana the only 
one we have to receive some of the younger 
children of other reserves when the 


parents 
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parerts could not very well send to 
Qu'Appelle Industrial School on account 
of their young age and on account of this 
last school having its number completed. 

An augmentation in the number of 
children at Muscowequan's School would 
only cause an expense comparatively 
small and only for the board and tuition 
of children. As you know,our school 
building is certainly large enough to 
receive easily forty children, we have 
the teachers and other employees required, 
we have also the furniture required. 

As we had been given to hope that the 
authorized number of pupils would be 
augmented after the Tst. of July we have 
provided for it in advance. Last May 

T have purchased ten new iron beds which 
T have forwarded to the School last weex- 
Se the School would be ready to receive 
ensily forty children if we had the 
authorization. 

You have been kind enough to inform 
us that Mr- Inspector MeGibbon has founda 
the school very satisfactory;you know 
that the Rev. Father Perreault and the 
Rev.Sisters spare no trouble to make the 
school successful in every respect, 
it would greatly encourage them and 
promote the work of education if the 
authorization asked for were granted.

Sir, 

I regret to report to you a case of housebreaking and 
theft, committed by three pupils of Muscowequan's Boarding 
School, on the night of Sunday the 28th. August. 

And I beg to state that these boys:- Francis Desjarlais, 
No. 60, J. B. Desjarlais, No. 7I, and a young lad named Daniel 
Pelletier, aged 9 years, not as yet on school register, were 
missing from the school premises this particular afternoon, 
and were not discovered until the following day (Monday), when 
it was known that the Hudson's Bay Co. store, Touchwood, had 
been robbed the night previous, and on search, the above named 
lads were found in a bush in the vicinity with the money and 
articles missing in their possession, cash amounting to $12.85 
and $65.00 worth in goods, with exception of a blanket, a 
hat and pair of gloves, the stuff taken by them was pop-corn, 
mouth-organs, ribbon and such trash, The boys were arrested 
and taken before the local Justice of the Peace, found guilty 
and the two older ones, as the leaders, were sentenced to two 
months in Regina gaol, and the little fellow sent back to 
school to be summarily punished, by order of the Court. 

I have since written the Principals of the schools here, 
warning them that they are responsible and should be most 
careful and prompt to ascertain the whereabouts of their pu- 
pils when missing from the school premises, and to have 
their staff to strictly comply with their orders.

With regard to the application fron Rev. 
Father Magnan,Principal of Muscowequan"s boarding 
school for provision for an increased number of 
pupils,I beg to say that 30 children are all that are 
at present provided for. He has accommodation for 
fully 40 pupils and the staff. 

The Gordon's Boarding school conducted by 
the Church of England is also in thé Touchwood Hills 
Agency,and it has prowision for the same number of 
pupils. 

In addition to these two boarding schools 
there is also one day school in this Agency. 

Out of 84) Indians as shown by the last 
census as belomging to this Agency ,628 are pagans 
and there ar@ dout 150 dh ildren of school age and 
there would be no diffficulty in obtaining the addit- 
jfional number asked for by Father Magnan,if the nec= 
essary funds were provided, 

Upon referring to Mr Inspector Graham's 
report on this school,dated the 5th July last,I beg to 
say that this would appear to be the most satisfactor- 
ily managed baording school in the Territories. Mr 
Graham states that the Principal has started a farm 


in connection with the school which was a model of 
neatness.The grain was well put in amd well advanced. 
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The school property consists of 160 acres belong img 
to the Oblates Father,78 of which were under crop. 
They had 52 head of cattle with 7 horses and other 
live stock,which were all well cared for and success= 
fully wintered. Mr Graham further states that the 
boys received a thorough training in farming and the 
care of stock and that the girls #em,although smallgre 
efficient housekeepers ,making all the butter and bread 
used ig the institut ion. 

Although this school is said to be so well 
managed,the financial statement furnished by the 
Principal for the year ended 30th June last,shows a 
deficit of $1076.60. Supplies of all kinds are ex- 
pensive in this locality and with the small number of 
pupils provided for,it would appear to be impossible 
to make ends meet. I think that if the Department 
could see its way to increase the number of pupils 
for next year,it would only be a fair recognition of 


the good work done at the school,

This ie not the first time that I have had it 
reported that the school is dirty and that the children are 
neglected. Joctor Phillips has found fault in thie connection. 


I would also draw your attention to what Nurse 
LeDrew says regarding the dining room. There is no excuse 
for this. Ae you know, this building belonge to the Church 
and it ie their business to see that screens are eupplied and 
that the flies are kept out of the school. Ye know very well 
that it is difficult to keep all the flies out but still much 
could be done that ie not done. I consider the condition at 
this school very unsatiefactory and one that the Department 
ehould not pass up lightly. 


We have schools on the Reserve that are a credit 
to the Department and in the fly season you see very few 
flies for the simple reason that precautionary meaeuree are 
teken,and then you go to another school and find things euch

In accordance with my former letter, I have made a 
Valuation of the farm, buildings, stock, implements, ete., 

& full itemised statement of which is enclosed herewith I 
have gone into the whole matter fully. 

In submitting the value of the buildings I have taken 
measurements and detail as fully as possible, not having specifi- 
cations to work on. 

In preparing value I have taken material prices as at 
Saskatoon, which I found was practically the same as kt Lestock, 
any difference being made up by haulage from Lestock to the farm, 
figuring on the same basis as I did when contracting and building. 

You will notice I have added 10 per cent. to material 


for contractor's profits, and deducted 15 per cent. depreciation 


from the total on all buildings. While this may not appear to 


be a fair depreciation, I decided, owing to the good condition 
of the Girls' Building, that if I made it 15 per cent. all round, 
the amount would be reasonable. 


I might mention that with the exception of the Implement

Shed and Granary, all the buildings were well constructed and

in good condition; the outside of all buildings need re-painting 
and the floor and shingles of Chapel and floor of Boys ' Build- 
ing are in a poor condition. ; 

There is an item of $6,500.00 at the bottom of state- 
ment of Girls’ Building, which covers steam-heating, plumbing, 
etc., as per the attached note which I received from Rev. Father 
Guy. ‘This is the only specification I have been able to secure 
and I think covers cost of septic tank. 

In valuing the Implements and Household Furniture I 
took cash prices from International Harvester's price-list and 
{.Zaton's catalogue, ani have taken off amqper cent. for depre- 
ciation. 

fhe Live Stock is of very good quality, and I have 
valued same, not at what it would bring on the market today 
(except the steers), but at what I consider it worth for operat- 
ing the farm and as breeding stock. 

Farm Landse I find there is about 560 acres of good 
quality land; the balance, 80 acres, being largely slough, with 
poor land surrounding it. These lands adjoin those owned by the 
Canadian Pacific Railway Company which sell at $15.00 per acre. 
I have therefore considered the cultivation of the land, and 
would place a valuation of $20.00 per acre - 640 acres at $20.00, 
$12,800.00; making a total value of $75 FI 6, aE

MEMORANDUM FOR FILE: 


I have examined the Auditor General's reports for 
the last 20 years and the late files, with reference to 
departmental expenditure at the Muscowequan Indian Residential 
School, other than per capita grant. And I find that our 
expenditure for equipment and plant is 
horses (1907-08) $600, and well (1922-23) : propose 
making enquiries relative to the land, owned r the Oblates, 
with a view to ascertaining if the Crown or Indian Band 
released any of it for a nominal consideration. 


With reference to Mr. Caswell's valuation, in the 
literary matter he refers to the value of the land (640 acres 
as $12,800, ($20 per acre). n his recapitulation of valuss, 
“Farm Lands" reads $17,¢ His pace 18 contains *Bedding * 
totalling $601, and “Other Linens ™ totalling $168. These 
items could hardly be allowed. I am also in doubt as to 
whether or not the Department supplied either or both of the 
two typewriters, valued at $350. "Children's clothing, 
totalling $5592, cannot be allowed. 


In Mr. Caswell's recapitulation he did not include 
the chapel, which he values at $2158. I have ch ced t

In your letter you pave mentioned that the value 
of the farm ie $12,800 - 640 acree at ©20: in the recapit- 
ulation farm lande are valued at (17,800. I ghould be 
pleaged if you would throw light on thie apparent oversight. 
On page 12, covering the building known aes the ohapel, I 
find a valuation of 52,158 which does not appear in your 
recapitulation. Yleage indicate whether or not the chapel 
wae intentionally omitted. I am returning the gecond copy 
of the valuation, so that you Gan make any changee that 
may arise out of the subject matter ov thie communication. 
I also draw your attention to apparent inacouracice in 
addition on pages 1 (the recapitulation), 6, 10 and 19. 


In your covering letter of the 7th inetant your 
opening words are: “In accordance with my former letter.” 
I rerret that the Department hae no reoord of having 
received thie communication from you and I should be please 
if you would send me a copy so that our filee will be 
complete.

Travelling liuree I. M. Lueas, in a report on her 
vieit to the Mugcowequan Indian Residential Sehool, in 
August, last, states that the children at thie sehool do not 
get the proper nourishing food, or enough. They get no milk 
and no vegetables, except potatoes, and very small portions. 


I have to requeet that you will draw thie matter 
to the attention of the prineipal. You should point out to 
him that it ie expectod that the children will reacive a 
sufficient quantity of nourishing food, also that an ample 
eupply of milk will be furnished for the use of the younger 
children, especially. I shall be pleased if you will 
obtain a daily diet eheet, showing the food supplied the 
children for a period of one week, and forward the same for 
the information of the Department. 


The travelling nuree further drew attention to 
the poor ventilation in the dormitory,in the old part of 
the building, for the number of children sleeping in the 
room. You should draw this matter to the attention of the 
principal and it may be poesible that, by utilizing the 
windows, more air can be obtained.

Touchwood Agenc 


Dear Mr. Graham:- 

I beg to submit the following réport on, 
the schools of the Touchwood Agency, inspected during 
my stay there between April 27th and May 16th, 1931. 
MUSCOWEQUAN RC. INDIAN RESIDENTIAL SCHOOL. 

The new school is now being used, although 
a quantity of furniture and fixtures have not yet 
arrived. 

The classroom work is carried on in the 
senior room under the supervision of Sister Valade, and 
the grades are arranged as follows:-

Total 47 
The children speak out well, and appeared to be well 


along in their grades. Their books are well kept, and 
all work neatly set down. 

The classroom was well aired and tidy. 

The children were clean and all well 
dressed. The girls were all dressed alike, and they 
looked exceptionally well. 

The junior room is in charge of Sister 
Craft, and I found 21 present, 8 boys and 13 girls. The 


grades are as follows:-

The Sister is greatly interested in her 


work, and I feel that the children are being given 4 good 
start. They are not shy, and speak out well. Here, as 
in the senior room, the girls were all dressed alike, and 
were neat and tidy in appearance. The boys were well 
dressed. 

Needless to say, the school could scarcely 
be better cared for, and is perfectly clean from top to 
bottom. The work in the various departments is all under 
capable supervision, and splendid work is being done. 

The kitchen is supervised by Sister Goyette, and here the 
girls are taught all kinds of cooking, bread making, as 
well as the art of butter making. 

The girls are also taught to milk, as well 
as to do gardening, and 1 believe receive 4 splendid all 
around training, which should fit them well for life on 
the reserve. 

The farming operations are supervised by 
Mr. Dahl who does excellent work. I have always found 
the farm work well done and up-to-date, and Mr. Dahl 
appears very suscessful in the handling of Indian boys. 

A large herd of cattle is kept, from which 
the milk cows are selected, and at no time have I found 
any shortage of milk. 

Steers are fed during the winter, and 
this spring 4 carload of fat stock was shipped. Hogs and 
poultry are raised with good success, and are a wonderful 


help to the food supply needed for such an institution. 


The training received by the boys should be of great 


assistance in later life,

The ground in front of the new building 
has been graded and laid out for a proper driveway, with 
beds for flowers and shrubs. A great amount of work has 
been done, and I have no doubt this will be one of tle 
finest residential schools in the West. 

The laundry, which I understand is to be 
in the frame portion of the old school, has not yet been 
finished, mt it is hoped that this work will be carried 
out before school opens in September. 

The Principal, the Rev. Father Poulet, is 
assisted by three men and eight women, &11 of whom are 


well qualified to carry out their duties.

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Opening of Muscowequan 
Indian School at Lestock 


Lestock, Sask., June 30.—The 
new Industrial School at Lestock, 
which cost $260,000, was formally 
opened last week. His Grace Arch- 
bishop McGuigan was present, and 
after the High Mass confirmed forty 
Indian children. His Grace spoke 
to the children and the large au- 
dience present in the new Church; 
he blossed the building to be de- 
voted by those in charge to the fu- 
ture welfare of the Indian children. 

The building is three stories and 
at present accommodates seventy- 
five pupils. In connection with the 
school there is a very large farm 
upon which the boys learn what is 
necessary for them to know about 
agriculture. The farm work is car- 
ried on entirely by the boys of the 
school. 

The first formal ceremony on 
Thursday was the handing over of 
the keys by Commissioner Graham 
to Rev. Father Poulet, O.M.L., prin- 
cipal of the school. Father Poulet 
in accepting the keys dedicated the 
institution to learning and stated 
that at all times those in charge of 
the school would do their utmost 
for the advancement and _ better- 
ment of the Indian children 

A banquet was served to the vis- 
\tors. His Grace Archbishop Me- 
Guigan was seated at the head 
table, having on his right Commis- 
sioner Graham, of the Indian De- 


; partment, who represented the Fed- 


eral Government, and on his left 
Dr. A. H. Ball, Deputy Minister of 
Education, representing the Pre- 
mier of the Province and Minister 
of Education. Rev. Father Poulet 
was an ideal host and toastmaster. 
Archbishop McGuigan, Commission- 
er Graham and Mr. Ball, in reapond- 
ing to toasts, spoke in a most praise- 
worthy way of the wonderful work 
accomplished by the Oblate Fathers 
in their work among the Indiana 
The Grey Nuns and their grand 
spirit of sacrifice and love for souls 
were not forgotten by the speakers. 


Muscowequan History. 


Father Tache, later Archbishop 
Tache, in the year 1860, said the 
first Mass on the very spot upon 
which the school stands to-d 
Archbishop Tache himself tells us 


in his “Twenty Years om the Mis- 
sions,” that he stopped at Touch- 
wood, and exercised the ministry 
in the month of August, 1864. 
“Wherever the saints have passed 
they leave something to God,” as 
the holy Cure d'Ars said. In 1891 
Father (now Msgr.) Campeau work- 
ed among the Indians and halt- 
breeds in these parts—1891-95. 
Father Campeau was visiting this 
mission two or three times a year, 
dwelling among the Indians, after 
their own fashion, as it was not un- 
til 1896 that the old stone church 
was erected, the first of its kind in 
this country. In 1897 (July 16) the 
first Sisters of Charity came to the 
mission, among whom was Rev. Sis- 
ter Valare, who had just finished 
her novitiate; after many years at 
the Normal School in St. Boniface, 
she is again on the teaching staff 
of the present institution. From 
that time on a residing priest has 
always remained at the school. 

The conversion of Indians was 
due to Fathers Campeau, Perreault 
and Vales, who left to successors 
the fruits of thelr own zealous min- 
iatry. In 1926 the school, formerly 
the property of the Oblate Fathers, 
was sold to the Department of Ad 
ministration, remaining with the 
Oblates In 1926 a request was 
made by Father Poulet for a new 
achool, which owing to the kind as- 
sistance of the late Archbishop O. 
Mathieu, was granted in 1928, a 
achool being definitely promised by 
Duncan C. Scott, Commissioner of 
Indian Department 

Any article failing to recognize 
the part played by Rev. Father Pou- 
let, O.M.L, In the history of this 
school, would not be complete, nor 
even true to facts. To Father Pou- 
let, a great deal of credit is due. 
Since his coming to the school, 
conversions have been renewed, and 
the former antipathy of the Indians 
to schools in general, and therefore 
to this one, has been vanquished. 
And if a magnificent vo-to-date 
building now replaces the old one, 
it is largely, if not entirely, due to 
his indefatigable zeal and energy, 
and his untiring solicitude for the 
welfare of the Indians and their 
children, a people ever beloved hy 
the Oblate Order,

I beg to inform you that I received a long 
elephone call from the Principal of the Muscowequan 

Indian Boarding School, informing me that the steam pipe on 

the return line of the heating boiler in the school had burst 

in several places and he could not get a plumber nearer than 

Saskatoon, and wanted immediate assistance as he had all the 

children in the institution and the weather is cold enough to 

necessitate the building being heated. I sent a plumber from 

Regina to fix the job up, and he has returned after fixing 

the pipe, but informs me that there is considerable more work 

than what he has done which should be undertaken at the 

school, and a low estimate for this would be $250.00. He 

points out that two of the closet bowls are broken and 

cannot be used; these must be attended to. He also adds 

that the two range basins are in a most unsanitary condition 

and unfit for further use. There are eight basins in the 
®boys' dormitory and nine in the girls'. These basins have 

no taps and the connection from the basin to the waste pipe 

is made with a piece of rubber tubing, which of course is 

a very poor affair and allows the smell to ooze out and 

the dormitories are reeking with this odor. Why work of 

this kind was ever done the plumber cannot understand. 

He says that this work should be attended to without delay. 

I would, therefore, recommend that you advise me by wire if 

I may undertake the expenditure, as the weather has now 

moderated considerably and we might get the job finished, 

or at least well under way,before the winter sets in.

Sir:- 


I beg to enclose herewith Regina Voucher No. 4307 
in favour of Messrs. Paulin & Swayze for $712.06, representing 
work and material in connection with the repairing of plumbing 
at the Muscowequan Indian Residential School. 


Certain repairs to the plumbing were authorized by 
the Department, and I instructed Mr. Paulin, the nearest 
plumber I could get, to go and do the work and supply the 
material, after having sent a man who was at Touchwood at the 
time to make a survey as to what was absolutely necessary. 
While at the school the plumber found that there was a lot more 
work necessary, and the Rev. Principal took it upon himself to 
have it done. This is rather a heavy account, but there is 
no doubt that the plumbing was in very bad shape, and the work 
which was authorized by the Department was just something that 
had to be done at the time in order to enable the school to 
carry on. 


I may say that when this building was taken over 
by the Government the plumbing was in bad shape. I suppose 
the Department will be prepared to pay this account.

I would like to bring to your attention the 
advisability of providing punch clocks in our Residential 
Schools, in order that the night watchmen may be checked 
up closely and that we may be assured that they are 
performing their duties carefully. We have such a 
system at the Qu'Appelle Industrial School, and I would 
recommend that punch clocks be purchased for the 
Muscowequan Boarding School at once. ‘The Principal of 
the latter school was in to see me today, and informs me 
that he has a night watchman, but has no means of checking 
him up, although he has no reason to believe that he is 
not doing his duty. 


The question of having night watchmen at 


all our schools is, to my mind, a very important one, 
and I would urge the Department to give eonsideration

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MUSCOWEQUAN INDIAN RESIDENTIAL SCHOOL. 


I visited this school on March 12th, and founa 
everything in its usual 800d condition. The school throughout 
was spotless, and the work in all departments good. 

The classroom work is carried on in the 
junior room by Sister Valade, and in the senior room by 
Sister Mary of the Cross. The children appeared well up 
in their grades, and the discipline was excellent. 

I found the fire escapes in good condition. 
The fire extinguishers had been re-filled and were in 
prominent places. ‘The fire hose are in poor condition, and 
I found one bracket in the main hall without any. This one 
Should be replacea and, in addition, two others, all to be 
50 ft. in length. 

Some of the floors are badly in need of 
repair as they are worn through in places. These should be 
repaired, as well as some Patch work on the Plaster. Wo 
monéy was estimated for this School as the Rev. Principal 
@xpected a new wing to be built thie year as well as the

MUSCOWEQUAN INDIAN RESIDENTIAL SHOOT (Cont ’¢+) 

I found the laundry one of the poorest, and 
with the least equipment of any school 1 have inspected. 
The floor is cement, which is badly broken and rough. The 
water is heated in “feed cookers" and no power machinery 
is used. 

fhe outbuildings are in fair repair, with 
the exception of the horse barn, which needs re-flooring. 
The 014 floor is of plank and is worn through in places. 
This is dangerous for the horses as the floor is off the 
ground nearly 4 foot. This place should be filled with 
gravel and 4 cement floor put in, which would make @ 
permanent fixture. 

Some very fine horses are kept at this 
school, a8 well as a large number of cattle. At present 
they are milking 10 head, all of which freshened within 
the last six weeks. I believe there is never any shortage 
of milk. 

A large flock of hens is also kept, and at 
the time of my inspection they were reosiving 80 to 90 
eggs a day. Father Poulet informed me the children were 
given eggs two to three times a week. 

There appeared a shortage of large girls 
at thie echool and the Rev. Father Poulet considered that 
washing by hand and the mixing of all bread along wi th 
the other work required, made too much for the girls, and 
asked that he be provided with e bread mixer. This, of 
course, could be moved if at any time a new wing was 


built.

Dear Mr. Scott:- 


It appears that Mr. Moore, our Agent at 
Punnichy, made a report to the Department, recommending that 
the work of repairing the batteries be placed in the hands of 
Messrs. Motherwell & Swan, of Punnichy. These people undertook 
to do the work, but from the information I gather from Inspector 
Hamilton and the Principal, instead of improving the condition 
of the plant they have made it worse, When Mr. Hamilton paid a 
recent visit to this school, the Principal brought the matter to 
his attention, and he called upon Messrs. Motherwell & Swan to 
again overhaul the batteries and put them in proper working 
condition, This they attempted to do, but Father Poulet tells 
me today that the batteries are absolutely useless, and asks 
that immediate action be taken. 


I think perhaps it would be advisable 
when matters of this kind come up, to advise this office. I 
would never have agreed to have local men fix these batteries, 
as it takes real experts to put batteries in repair in most 
cases, especially when they have been in a run-down condition, 
as these were, We have had a lot of experience with run-down 
and worn-out batteries, and nine times out of ten we find that

it 18 not advisable to spend money on them in the way of 
repairing, but that the better plan is to renew them entirely. 
I do not know the exact amount of money that was given to 
Messrs. Motherwell & Swan, but whatever amount it was I consider 
that it 16 just money lost, and in future I should be glad if 
in the matter of repairs to lighting plants you would see that 
the instructions come to me. I would be able then to deal 
with the firms in the City who are in that business, In the 
meantime I would ask that I be granted authority to purchase 
& complete set of new batteries for the Muscowequan School, at 
a cost of about $420.00. This is the price quoted for the 
best batteries; we can buy cheaper ones, but this would not 
be economy. I may point out that when I made enquiries 
regarding the batteries I was told by experts here that 
unless they are placed in the hands of men who thoroughly 
understand the business and who have proper instruments 
they are more often destroyed than repaired. 


I should be glad to have a wire from you 
authorizing this purchase, as you will understand that the 
situation is critical. -

The barn is greatly improved by the work carried 
out last summer in cementing the floors and re-srranging 
the interior. The root cellar has caved in. This cellar 
is under the barn floor and is unsatisfactory. As a large 
garden is always grown, a new cellar should be provided. 


fhe present hen house is high and unsuitable for 
the purpose. ‘The Rev. Principal makes a special effort 
along this line and would appreciate a good log chicken 
house. ‘The present building is more like a dwelling and 
he would like to have it moved and used to accommodate 
Indian parents who come from a distance to visit their 
children. 


The present granary is very old and the floors 
are in poor condition, allowing the rats and mice to get 
in and destroy quantities of feed and seed. The building 
is not on a proper foundation and the sills have rotted in 
several places. Before repairing this building, it might 
be well to move it further away from the school or, at 
least, in line with the barn buildings. 


The old school residence is in need of some 
repair, but as the Rev. Father Poulet expects a new school 
this year, it would be useless to incur any further expense,

equan Indian Residential School now under construction near 
Lestock, Sask. 


Introductory. 


The school is one of the modern standard fireproof 
structures similar in design end size to those at Gleichen 
and St Paul, Alta., and Punnichy, Sask. The number of pupils 
and staff will probably not exceed 150 people. The water 
requirements therefore should be somewhat similar to those 
at the other schools and not exceed a per capita allowance 
of 30 gallons or a total of 4500 gallons per day. It is 
presumed that any reasonable reserve supply of water pro- 
vided for domestic requirements will also be sufficient to 
quench any fire that may occur in the contents of the build- 
ing and any ordinary blaze that may arise in the frame struc- 
ture nearby used for laundry purposes etc. In the latter 
building complete chemical fire equipment should be in- 
stalled. 


Water Supply. 


The water supply will come from one old proven well 
and one new well to be drilled. The existing well was given 
two thorough tests and can be relied upon to give 125 Imp. 
gals. per hour under continuous pumping. This well is 35 
feet deep and was dug by hand and lined with concrete. An 
attempt should be made to lower this well a few feet to pro- 
vide a greater depth of water in the well. Normally about 
two feet of water stands in the well but this depth decreases 
as water is pumped out until the depth is only two inches 
when 140 Imp. gals. per hour are being pumped. 


Provision has been made to drill mother well to 
& lower stratum in order to provide a more certain and more 
ample water supply. It is sonsidered that the combined capa- 
city of the wells should equal 600 Imp. gals. per hour, 


Works. 


The pump house structure will be placed just west 
of the school close to the existing well. It will consist 
of one room buried two feet underground for frost protec- 
tion. The major portion of the room will be taken up by two 
1500 Imp. gal. pressure tanks made by the Dominion Bridge Co. 
The remainder of the floor space will be reserved for two 
umps, & stairway and probably a small stove. The super- 
structure above ground to house the stairway will be of red 
brick to harmonize with the school.

Te floors, walls and part of the top will be 
of concrete while that part over the pressure tanks will 
be made of creosoted timber so that the tanks can be 
readily removed and replaced when in an unserviceable 
condition. 


For the existing well a shallow well pump with 
a capacity of 125 Imp. gals. per hour will be required. 
This pump will deliver water directly from the ground into 
the pressure tanks. Just what machinery is needed for the 
other well will depend upon the nature of the water supply. 


All water for laundry purposes will be obtained 
from rainfall and stored in a large concrete cistern which 
has probably already been constructed. 


Pipeline to School. 


The delivery pipe from the pressure tanks to the 
school should be three inches in diameter, to carry 100 Imp. 
gals. per minute for fire protection. 


Remarks. 


Since it is anticipated that the school will be 
occupied before next spring it is advisable thatthe con- 
struction of the works commence within the next sixty days 
before freezing weather sets in. 


{The existing well is sufficient for the opera- 
tion of the school with the most rigid economy in the use 
of the water. Hence the pressure system and the pump for 
the existing well could be installed immediately. The 
second well could be connected when it is drilled.

The Commissioner reports thet there is some uncertainty 
as to the source of power required to drive the pumps 
so en allowance has been made which should sover the 
cost of either electrically driven pumps or those of 
another type. 


A blue print is also enclosed showing 
details of the proposed works. The general lay-out 
is as shown on the blue-line print enclosed with my 
letter of October 8th regarding proposed sewage dis- 
posal system. 


4n estimate of the cost is also enclosed 
herewith amounting to $5518.00; also for the sewage 


disposal system amounting to $2930.80. 


Regerding your letter of August 23rd last 
in which authority was given to drill an additional well 
at this school, I am advised by Mr. Tempest that this 
well has now been drilled to one hundred and forty=six 
feet. The water stands in it at thirty feet from grade 
and lowers to ninety feet from grade when pumping 
at the rate of four hundred gallons per hour. The 
water has been analyzed and appears satisfactory for 
domestic purposes, but I am awaiting further 
details in regard to this from the Commissioner.

By referring to previous correspondence on file 
you will note that a pumping test made in this well the 
middle of November raised sand and gravel twenty feet in 
the casing and choked the pump cylinder. Arrangements 
were then mace with Messrs. Macpherson & Thom, local rep- 
resentatives of the Ontario Wind Engine & Pump Co. at 
Regina, tor them to move their drilling outfit back to the 
well and clean out this sand and gravel. They were also 
instructed to order and have on hand a suitable screen for 
the well.

8th and arrived at Lestock the followin, night. The well 
cleaned out, the screen inserted and a pumping test

It was then decided to 
the sereen with a back saw. A charge of ée sticks of 
dynamite was also exploded in the stratum ay below 
the sand 14 gravel with the hope that the ulting cavity 
would be filled with send and gravel from above. This wuld 
increase the depth of the porous material around the screen 
and also its capacity. 


After the screen was again inserted another pump- 
ing test was made. After fifteen hours the discharge had 
again decreased to 100 gal. per hour. his was not only 
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disappointing but seemed to indicate that the cresing ha 
penetrated a pocket of water instead of a strong water- 
bearing vein. 


It seemed useless to make any further attempt 
to develop a satisfactory well at that depth. It had been 
noted that a moderate flow of water had been obtained at 
a depth of 355 feet, a stronger flow at 90 feet and a still 
larger one at 146 feet. After a consultation between Mr. 
Swann, Inspector of Construction for the school, Mr. Jd. 
Dempsey the driller, and myself, it was decided that it 
was advisable to drill the same well fifty to one hundrea 
feet deeper before trying some other locsetion. It was 
hoped that a stronger flow woulc be encountered at 4a greater 
depth. 


Mr. Swann id that Mr. Dempsey should make 
preparation to commence drilliug and that he himself would 
take the matter up with his department at Ottawa. Mr. 
Dempsey telephoned his company in Regina, Messrs. Mace 
pherson and Thom, for ws will probably commence 
Grilling Monday Dec. 


Upon my return to Calgary I had time for a short 
interview with Mr. Thom of Macpherson & Thom and suggested 
that he submit to our office a statement for material and 
services rendered in connection with this last pumoing test.

In my letter of December 2nd I mentioned that this 
well had choked through sand rising in the casing and that 
arrangements had been made to clean it out and install a 
screen. This work has now been done but the results expected 
have not been realized and the well is now being deepened in 
an attempt to secure a stronger flow at a lower level. 


Mr. French, who made the report herewith, points out 
the advisability of proceeding with the installetion of the 
shallow well pump for the old well and also a pressure tank 
so that some water will be available when the school is ready 
for occupancy, and the Commissioner states that the purchasing 
of this equipment will be proceeded with. 


You will note that the sewage disposel system and 
the power plant will be finished early in January and that 
there need then be no delay in moving into the new building 
on account of the water supply.

Re.Muscowequan Indian School ,Lest Report 0.18 
Since my last report on Feb.@8th.,the two Beatty pumps 
have been delivered and set up;one in the power house to 
pump from the old well and the large one in the pump pit 
over the new well. ‘the pressure tank arrived at Lestock 
on March 19th from the Dominion Bridge Uo.at Calgary. 

It is now safely installed and the plumbers are busy 
connecting it up. They expect to be able to turn the water 
on tomorrow although there may be some adjustments to 

be made to the pumps.Mr. French of the Vominion Water 
Power and Hydrometric bureau has been on the job today. 


since receiving your telegram yesterday | have instructed 
the contractors that nothing more will be done for the 
present and that they can move their equipment away as 
soon as they have the few minor cleaning up items 
attended to. 


I have had them put in the door between the old and new 
building,and 1 have had the plumbers run an outside line 
from the well to the old building, which will supply this 
with water during the summer months,but will of course be 
of no use in winter weather. 


You will of course appreciate that there is at present no 
steam pipe connection,either for heating or for laundry 
purposes,from the new boilers to the old building. That no 
demolition of the old structure has been done other than 
the old chapel which was necessary before starting work 
last July.

Dear Sir: Re — Fire at Muscowequan School 


I beg to report that at 7 a.m. today 4 fire 
starte@ in the old laundry building at the above school and 
before it was finished the laundry building, garage, and the 
frame part of old school were completely destroyed. Mr. F.Doll 
of thé etaff was starting a fire under the boiler in the laundry 
when a gas explosion started the trouble, the gas must have 
escaped from a small tank on the gas engine used to operate 
the machinery in the building, no gasoline ie stored anywhere 
close to this place. 

The laundry building contained the laundry, bakery, 
shoe shop, tool shed and ice house, it was two stories, 16 x 50 
frame building. The water system with hose connections was 
put into operation at once, but the fire spread with the wind 
to the garage close by, 4 frame building one story 12 x 18 and 
from there to the three story frame part of the old echool and 
this building 42 x 52 was also burnt. 

We have lost 911 laundry equipment which 
included three boilers, laundry tubs, washing machines, 
drier; two bake ovens, bread mixer, baking pans, and equipment 
were burnt in the bakery. Shoe and harnese repair outfits were 
also burnt with stock on hand for repairs; the soft water tank 
and clothes drier are gone, also garden tools and other tools 
which were in the tool shed. Mr. Doll lived in the old school 
with his family, and their furniture was saved but a lot of 
school clothing and sport equipment are burnt. We also lost 
1000 ft. of lumber and 40 sax of cement just purchased to fix 
up a root cellar, as well as all the salvaged material saved 
when pert of the old school was pulled down some time ago. 

The new school is safe, except that the passage 
built to connect it with the frame part needs new plaster 
inside, new doors, window glass and repairs to the roof; the 
go called fire proof door was the first part of this place to 
burn out. The rest of the school is not even smoked up. 

A lot of school equipment is no doubt burnt, it will not 
e missed until it is needed, just now there is no list of it. 

Just now the following should be supplied. 

I dough mixer, with electric motor, two sack capacity. 1 bake 
oven to hold dough from 2 sax of flour, pans for bread akaxa for 
above. The bake shop is in the new pbuilding size about 12 x 13. 
7 We have a high pressure tank in the boiler room 
for used laundry, but require 4 building and full equipment 
of laundry machinery, there is no space in the new school for 
a laundry. 

oi] Mr. Doll will require 4 dwelling of some sort; 
there is no house here for the farming instructor. I placed an 
item in the estimates for one but have not heard if the item 
passed. 

Mr. Doll broke out of the building with all his 
clothes in flames, and with patches of skin and flesh burnt off. 
When in this state he went to the engine room and started up the 
pumps, attached the hose and got the fire fighting equipment in 
shape. He is in pretty pad shape but the doctor says not 
Sangerously injureé. The wiring connecting the school with the 
arns and outbuildings is burnt up and will have to be replaced.

floors of the basement were going to stand up. 

During the past six months or eight months I have had 

Mr, Smith and Mr.Johns of Smith Bros.& Wilson Ltd,over 

the job with me on two occasions and I have made periodical 
visits to satisfy myself that these floors are now going to 
be 0.K. The chief trouble seemed to be a rather unusual 
amount of dust from them,but some three months ago I got 
the contractors to agree to treat the surface with a 
special oil put up by the Shell O11 Co.for just such 
conditions as this,and on looking over the floors a few 
days ago I am quite satisfied that the trouble had been 
stopped. 

Generally speaking I believe the contractors think that I 
have been a little too hard on them in the matter of these 
floors as they have spent two hundred dollars for oil,and 
of course we did hold up the placing of these floors pending 
the dicision from your office on the substitution of mastic 
flooring as requested by Father Paulet.

The class-room work is carried on in three 
elass-rooms all supervised by Sisters. There are 36 boys in 
one room and the grades range from grade 2 to Grade 7. n the 
girls room there are 34 pupils graded from Grade 2 to Grade 6-6 
In the primary room there are 28 pupils enrolled and all are 
beginnerse 

The pupils were all neatly dressed, clean and 
tidy in appearance. ‘nese pupils all speak out well, are good 
readers. In the exercise hooks I found the work neatly set 
down and the work well donee TI would judge progress is being 


nade in a he ass roomSe 
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mitories were 811 well aired and the beds neatly made. Gowns 
and pyjamas are supplied for each child. 

The laundry, sewing-room, and kitchen are each 
in charge of a sister. The children appear to enjoy their work 
and are happy- The girls learn to cook, bake bread, and do all 
kinds of sewing and washing. They &lso are taught to milk and 
do gardening. 

Mhe fire escapes are all in good condition, as 
4s all fire equipment. The dormitory doors and fire escape 
doors are never locked. The fire escape doors open from one of 
the Sister's rooms so that no one can pass out unknown. fPire 
drill is observed regularly and the children get out in from 

6 to three minutes. 

The laundry work is carried on in an outside 
building and only a power washing machine is supplied in the 
line of machinery. ‘The washing necessary ‘or the staff and over 
one hundred children entails a lot of work especially with such 
poor equipment. he drying of the clothes is a difficult task 
during the cold winter weather and would be made much hetter 
4f an extractor and drying tumbler could he provided. 

The new root cellar appears quite satisfactory. 
Above the cellar a building has been erected as a house for the 
encineere ‘This is well built and maxes 4 comfortable home. 

The meals served are well cooked and the children 
receive &ll they want. The general menu is as follows;- 

Breakfast - Rolled oats, prunes, baked apples or 
syrup - bread and butter - om@lettes or 
cold meat for the working boys 
tea or cocoa or milk

of the motor. Therefore, with these heavy fuses in 
you have no protection on your motor if a short 
should develop in the motor or t¥ouble arise in the 
equipment,"

Swan wrote, "0.K. as to item of $1,800.00 for transfer, 
repairs, and installation of lighting plant." This was 
Regina office estimate before the work was done,and not 
@ guaranteed amount. Later, the account was subdivided 
and we attach, as requested, four copies of the lighting 
plant account for $1,819.02, which has bee. passed and 


paid. We are also enclosing four copies of the account 
covering the pump, amounting to $601.19. There was an 
error of $1.00 in adding up the amount of out of pocket 
expenses for freight, wages, expenses,etc., but we are 
reducing your account by $1.00 to arrive at the original 
amount of $2,420.21. 


We are also enclosing full details of the 
expense account of W.j.Montgomery and G.Kettering,as 
well as copies of the prepaid freight bills for $7.31 and 
$7.17. 


Mr.Doupe apparently thought that Mr.Swan 
would only pass an account for the original estimate of 
$1,800.00 and therefore charged the additional amount 
to the pumpint equipment. Of all the small pipe fittings 
that were bought, some of them must have been used in 
connection with the pumps, but it is imposskble to make 
a sharp dividing line, and it would now appear that 
they have been charged in to the lighting plant,as your 
‘account does not cover amything but the price of the 
pumps, the freight, labour and expenses.

I am in receipt of your letter of the 15th 
instant, regarding the payment of a balance of $601.19 
on the installation of a lighting plant, battery and 
pene equipment for the Muscowequan School at Lestock, 
Sask.s 


In order to make the matter clear to you to the 
extent of my own knowledge, I will recapitulate all 
correspondence dealing with the proceedings. 


I received a letter from your Regina office 
dated April 28,1932, and signed by SeAeDoupe, a copy of 
which is enclosed. This letter was accompanied by an 
invoice, a copy of which is also enclosed. This was not 
added but the total amounted to $602.19. The letter was 
also accompanied by anvther invoice which, if I remember 
correctly, contained this sum and also one for $1800 for 
transfer and overhaul of Lighting Plant. 


I returned this latter invoice to you on Mey 15 
together with a letter, a copy of which is enclosed and 
which is self-explanatory. 


You will note the condition of the first invoice. 
Items Nos. 2, 4, 5, 65 7, & and 9 total $157.55. Apparently, 
according to the statement which was returned,the total was 
$175.57, a difference of $18.02. This is the reason for my 
reduction from $2420.21 to $2402.19. Items 1 and 3 remain 
unchanged, Thus $1800 plus $249.94 plus $194.70 plus $157.55 
total to $2402.19. 


You will also note that paragraph (6) of my letter 
of May 15 contained directions for supplying details of Items 
5 and 6, viz* that these items should be further itemized 
and at unit prices, similarly to 7, & and 9. 


I received an answer from Mr.Doupe, dated May 20, 
1931, in which oecurred the following paragraph: "With rega da 
to the itemizing of the mechanics’ expenses and time, we are 
having this prepared and will have it forwarded to you in the 
course of a day or two. As per your suggestion,we are having 
the two accounts separated". 


Apparently Mr.Youpe lost sight of this portion 
of the negotiations in arranging for the replacement of the 
cylinder, as er never received the invoice for $602.19 with 
corrections although Mr.Swan seems to have becn invoiced for 
the lighting plant.

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Paragraph '2* of my letter stated that several 
omissions and defects should be rectified before payment was 
made, ‘This, together with the apparently incorrect invoice, 
explains the reason for delays The cylinder has now becn 
replaced and I have notified the Director to that effect. 


As mentioned in your letter of the 15th instant 
you invoiced us for $2420.21. I reduced this to $2402.19 as 
hereinbefore explained. You state that Mr.Swan "O.K.'d" the 
lighting account for $1919.02, and caused it to be paid. It 
appears that the $1800.00 account was Geners to $1619.02, The 
$602.19 has apparently been changed to $601.19. The total has 
now inoreased to $2421.21 instead of $2420.21 if the original 
$602.19 be considered. 


In order to clear up the question will you kindly 
prepare the following documents: 


1. Four copies of the receipted bili for the Lighting 
Plant as signed by Mr.Swan, for filing purposes.

In reference to electric lighting 
instalation to the out buildings at the 
Muscowequan Indian Residential School, I beg 
to say that the inspector of the Saskatchewan 
Power Commission checked over this system this 
month and condemned it, After I got his 
report I went to the school to see what he 
objects to. The equipment ie the old stuff 
put in years ago and has served its time by 
all appearances, the insulation is off most 
of the wiring. There are long mans of wire 
between the buildings without any support. 
These sort of things go along for years and 
make no trouble but eventually destroy the 
property. 

I have had estimates made of the 
cost of necessary expense of putting this 
piace in good condition, it amounts to about 
$300.00, al} correspondence is ens losed. 


If the work is not done the light 
will have to be cut off andlanterns used, this 
is not good business, the boys might set the 
yarns on fire with lanterns.

I have your letter of the 24th instant, re- 
garding the condition of the electric lighting instal- 
lation in the outbuildings at the Muscowequan Indian 
Residential School. It is noted that you enclose the 
report of the Inspector of the Saskatchewan Power 
Commission, regarding the matter, together with quotat- 
ions which you received for the placing of the lighting 
equipment in good condition. 


In reply I have to say that no appropriation 
was provided to cover this expense, and, as our funds 
for other school expenditures are extremely limited, 
the full amount we would be able to provide towards the 
cost of replacing the present equipment would be $150. 


As it is considered quite necessary that this 
lighting equipment to the outbuildings be renewed as 
s00n as possible, it is hoped that the Principal can 
provide the balance of the cost, from the per capita 
allowance or other school receipts. You should take 
this matter up with the Principal at once, and, if he 
consents to the paying of all costs in excess cf the 
$150 which this Department will allow, you may arrange 
to have the work undertaken by a firm on the list to 
receive consideration who quote the lowest price for 
supplying the material and carrying out the work re- 
quired. If the Principal is unable to pay the portion 
of the cost over and above the amount the Department 
can provide, the renewing of the equipment will have to 
stand over until next year. 


After you have consulted the Principal, please 
advise the Department of the action taken. I return the 
correspondence which you forwarded, as requested. If 
the work is proceeded with, you should, when forwarding 
the voucher, in triplicate, for the amount of the expense 
that will be paid by, the Department, attach thereto the 
report of the Inspector of the Saskatchewan Power Com 
mission, together with the quotations received.

In reply I have to say that our Estimates 
for the current fiscal year provide only $1,200 for the 
purchase of an extractor for the laundry at this school. 
if, however, the Principal end yourself consider that 
the supplying of the air compressor is more urgent than 
laundry equipment and also if other equipment or repairs 
are more urgent - the total cost of which should not 
exceed the above stated amount, I would request you 
advise the Department as soon as possible concerning what 
equipment, repairs, etc., the Principal and yourself would 
recommend be provided instead of the extractor for the 
laundry.
